8. An eApoſtem, Mortification, or Sphacelus 
of the Brain, is kzown by a great Head-Ach, runy 
ning by the hinder parc of the Head to the Neck 
and Back, with a decay of all the Senſes, both ex- 
ternal and internal : he toſſes too and fro, can- 
not abide in the ſame place, lays hold with his 
hands upon his Head, pulls bis Hair, ſcratches 
his Face,as long as his ſtrength will continue to do 
it :. there is a moſt ſharp and ſtrong Feaver, 
which from third day to third day is exaſperated; 
nor will the ſick either eat or drink, by which the 
ſtrength ſoon decays : all theſe figns were found 
in this our Patient, But had it proceeded from 
a Wound or Contufion, there would be a kind of 
ſadneſs and numbneſs in the Body , with

2. This Thave often experienced, but ſpeci- 
ally in the Prince 4 Kype Sarionerf, to whom 
many great Phyſicians, as Chaplain, the Kings 
Phyſician , and (a#e//ain, the Queens chief 
Phyfician, and Lewis Darer, who notwithſtand- 
ing could heip him nothing, by Blood-letting,

2. It is known by paining both ſides the Head, 
and for the moſt part the whole Head, in which- 
thePain is almoſt continnal:fometimes it is gent- 
ler, ſomtimes ſtronger, and ſometimes it is with 
that Vehemence,as to inducea lightneſs of Head, 
Foolifhnefs, or a Phrenſy ; there is commonly a 
remiſion of it, and it returnes by fits, which are- 
ordinarily at certain Dayes, or Weeks, Morning 
ro Evening ; or accidentally from any Violent 
Motion, or Exerciſe, or taking of Gold ; or be=- 
fore a Change of che Air, CLASH 

3: The parrs aftlited in this are the. ſame 
with the former, viz. the Membranes of the 
Craninm, or the Menings of the Brain; : and al-- 
ſo the Brain itſelf, Now the ſubſtance of the - 
Brain becomes Senfible of Pain, only by -reaſon- 
of the community of the tender films with the -- 
Aenings, which produce the Senfitive Nerves ;. 
fo that if the ſubſtance of the Brain is afflited- 
itis by Conſent, and the Pain is- only a kind of: 
heavineſs, or ſenſe. of Weight before and be+- 
hind, 

4. Some of the Canſes-of this Pain; may be. 
all the Cauſes before ennumerated in a Cephalal.. 
gia; but by reaſon of irs ſtubborneſs and: long: 
continuance, we mult feek for ſome other ad-- 
ditional Cauſes beſides, which. may. indicate> 
ſuch an Inveteracy. 

5. The one of theſe Cauſes: may be a: Frace-

merly Healed. Another may be from the Evil 
conformation of the parts of the Head from the 
very Birth, ſuch asI ſaw in the Skull of aMan 
opened afcer his Death, who bad been troubled 
with a perpetuall Pain of his Head from his Cra- 
dle, vi7. anextuberance of the Inner Table, 
or a ſwelling. out of the Concave part of the 
Skull, much like a half Ezg cut long wayes, 
which Tumor or bunching out of the Concavity 
I conceive preſt much upon the enings. Ano- 
ther may be from the Malignity of the Pox, of 
which we haveſpoken already. 

6. But one Principal cauſe may be from the 
Aptneſs of the Blood in ſome perſons to a fer- 
mentation, where Vapors and Wiad are ſtirred 
- up; and by reaſon of which, the Blood contain- 

ed in the large Cavities and paſſages of the Brain 
being raiſed, Cauſes a ſtretching of the Veſlells 
beyond Nature : Or otherwiſe, by means of the 
ſaid working fills the ſaid Cavities fuller than 
ordinary of Excrements; by which the Motions 
and FunRions of the Animal Spirits are mightily 
impeeded, 

7. Another Cauſe may be from Hypochon- 
Ariack Melancholy, which being it ſelfalong and 
Inveterate diſtemper, -may be the Cauſe of the 
.Continuance of ſuch as ariſe in part by conſent 
therefrom, For ſending fumes into the Vencri- 
cles of the Brain by the continued circulation of 
the Blood, .it naturally followes that Pain muſt 
be naturally excited, and that almoſt conti- 
nually, eſpecially upon aty ſudden or violent 
Motion or Exerciſe, any Grief or Trouble of 
Mind, any anxious Thoughts; or any change or 
alteration of the Air, the reaſon of which laſt 
we have largely declared in Se XXXIX 5 3. 

To theſe cauſes may be added 
the natural weakneſs of the brain frum the birth, 
by reaſon of which from almoſt every ſmall

8. Henceit: appears, That the perſons moſt 
ſubje&to this Diſeaſe, are ſuch as are of a Cold 
and dry Habit of body,of which diſpoſition are 

' all Hypochondriacks : and ſuch as are of a Cold 
and moilt Conſticucion, the Ventricles of whoſe 
brains are almaſt perpetuallyfilling & filled with 
 Recrements, Itir be abjeQed, that ſuch cannot 
be ſubje& to manifold Fermentartions of the 
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blood becauſe of their cold Habit of body which 
is an enemy to Fermentation: Tothis we an. 
ſwer; Thac neicher Heat nor Cold are fimply 
of themſelves either the ateriall or Formal 


dental Cauſe, which are ſtirred up accidentally 
from the fit or convenient mixtion of proper 
Salts: this Spirit of Vicriol, and a ſolution of Salt 
of Tartar in fair Water (or fair Water it ſelf) 
although they are both of them externally Cold, 
and alſo Cold in their operation, yet, being 
mixt together in a fit proportion, they excitea 
moſt incredible heat, which may be ſaid indeed 
to be the Accidental Cauſe of the Eferveſcency, 
and the ſame may be done in Our bodies, al- 
though Cold and Moiſt, if that Humidity meets 
with a Salt proper for ſuch an Operation. |

The Spirits are contained in the Brain its Arte- 
riesand Ventricles, which beiog vehemently mo- 
ved (without the mixture of a Vapor) repre- 
ſentsto the Imagination the like commotion,from 
whence arifes a Vertigo. This vehement motion 
of the Spirits may ſpring from divers cauſes, as 
from a hard and continued motion of the head , 
long turning round, ©c, wherein although the 
head and body reſts, yet they keep their courſe 
for a while, after the ſame manner, till they can 
reſt again. So alſo the head being bowed a great 
. while downwards, the Spirits then tending from 
thence upwards to the beginning of the Nerves, 
upon the lifting up of the head again, the {ame 
Spirits with haſte and violence going back agair 
to their proper Sear, {tir up a /ertigo. Some- 
times it may come from a motion of the _ 
and vehement commotion of the mind, being ot- 
ten and mightily exagitated in deep Cogitations, 
Paſſions, Watchings, Studies, ©. whence a YVer- 


looking down from a high and dangerous place, 
in ſuch who are not accuſtomed thereto ; for 
thereby Fear being moved, the Spirits are (ud- . 
denly too much diffuſed and drawn back again, 
whereby they zre moved unequally and circular- 
ly; but this no ways happens to ſuch as are not 
fearful, 
3- Sometimes the cauſe of a Scotoma or dark 
Vertigo ariſes from the colleQed Spirits of the 
Brain contained in the Arteries thereof, being 
made more hot and plentiful, whereby they agi- 
cate themſelves, and by their unquietneſs cauſe 
various motions; -in this Caſe, a light motion flirs 
up the Paroxyſm. 

4-The Dark Yertigo is ſometimes cauſed from 
the mixture of ,vapours with the Spirits of the 
Brain; and according to the nature and plenty 
of Vapors, and place from whence they ariſe, and 
to which they are carried in the Brain, and the 
force of their Agitation, ſo is the Yert:go more 
gentle or more vehement; this Vapour- if it be 
coo hot, cauſes alſo a pain of the head: If it is 
troubled, coloured or ſhining, ariſing from a 
mixcure of humours and Choler, then there are 
many falſe imaginations and repreſentations in 
the mind ; the S:ghr is deceived in ſeeing Inſects, 
Atoms, and other things which it ſees not, If ic 
be obſcured whereby Clouds, Fumes, &'c. are 
caſt before the Eyes ahd the Sight is darkned, 
rogether with the Vertigo as in a Scorodinoy; theſe 
though they fee nothing, yet they feel the Yertigo. 

5. But how cheſe Vapours may affe@ the Sight, 
now remains to be enquired into; ſome think that 
theſe Vapours aſcending and breaking forth be- 
fore the Eyes like a fume, do either deceive or

1. A young woman of about 3o years of Ape, 
of a thin,lean pale and wan Complexion andMe- 
hrcholick Diſpofition,was feiz'd with a Yerrigo: 
ſhe was alſo rroubled with deep Melancholy, 
fghing, Firs of the Mother, and a difafleQed 
Spleen: ſhe had been married 7 or 8 years, and 
had ſeveral Children: her Courſes were in good 
Order, but pale, or not.of a aatural redr ef, 

2. She applies her ſelf co me declaring her 
Condition,and how that for more than two whole 

ears, theſe Illneiles had prevail'd upon her : ſhe 
had taken Potions, Julebs, Pills, Powders, Eie- 
&uaries, Bolus's, had been purg'd, ſweated, and 
that ofcen times, without the leaſt imaginable Re-= 
lief: Cupping-glaſſes had alſo been apply'd to 
her Shoulders, and at this very time of her com- 
ing to me ſhe had 4 1ſſues upon her, one in each 


' Arm,and one in each Thigh,little abovethe Knee. 


3, Theſe things fore. known,theCauſe appear'd 
to be from Vapors aſcending by the veins of thc 
Womb, and from a diſaffte&ted obſtructed Spleen; 
all which meeting in a melancholy habir of Body, 
cold and dry,cauſfed her diſturbance not only ro 
be more vehement when the Paroxiſm was upon

7. Neither did this Diſtemper terminate 
here, but before a year was elapſed, it degene.

juyce of Liquorice and Honey , of each two 
drams, and with this waſh the Throar, by dipping 
apiece of Spunge therein fixed faft to the end 
of a Probe, and ſo rubbing the ulcerated place 
therewich, 

6. After it had been twice or thrice rubbed 
therewith, I cauſed him to Gargle with this fol- 
lowing Gargariſm:Take ſpringWater,a pint: Roch 
Allum, two drams : =o of Liquorice, one 
dram : diſſolve, filter and mix therewith, ſyrup of 
Mulberies, fix ounces : mix them, with the for- 
mer, and this he often Waſhed and Gargled, ro 
wir, four or five times a day, ſpitting out the 
Gargariſm ; afterwards he took a little of it 
down his Throat, now and then between whiles. 

7. By this means the Ulcer became quickly 
healed, and the Corgh with the Catarrh were ve- 
ry much abated,inſo much that in fourteen days 
time, we had the proſpe& of a Cure ; however, 
I ordered him to continue twice or thrice more 
his Purging, 

8. In the mean ſeaſon, I cauſed him to take 
the Fumes of Amber up his Head by his Mouth,

I. A young Woman after her Lying in, by 
catching cold, got a mighty Hoarſneſs, Cough, 
and Obſtruction of the Lungs, with a vehement 
Catarrh; this continued upon her, for three or 
four Months,during which time ſhe took nothing, 
{till hoping every day to be better and better,but 
waiting long without any Comfort, ſhe found a 
neceſlity to apply her ſelf to a Phyſician. 

2, She now Spit vehemently, and almoſt ccn- 
tinually, ſo what with Spiting, Hawking, and 
Coughing, ſhe voided a great quantity of 
Blood. 

3. Atlength the Blood ceaſed, and ſhe afrer- 
wards Spit a filthy kind of matter ; ſomtimes 
frothy, and ſometimes thick, which would be of 
a yellowiſh, or greeniſh kind of Colcur,, and 
ſometimes little Lumps would be Spit forth, ſa 
chat ſome Phyſicians (and they who would be 
accounted Wiſe Men too) conceived them to be 
Portions of the Lungs,others thought them to be 
only Coagulated Blodd. 

4. However, whatever they were, our Patient 
grew weaker and weaker, and her Body exceed- 


| ing lean and tabified, ſo that in the Judgment 


of all Men, there was an abſolute Phrhifis,which 
{till grew worſe and worſe by reaſon of the Cons 
tumacy of her Catarrh, 

5. She requeſted My help, and IT preſcribed 
her the things following ; by reaſon of the thin=- 
neſs of her Body, I was loth to Purge ber very 
much, therefore I ordered her now and then to 
take Syrup of Roſes Solutive. | 

6. And becauſe of the Ulcer, as alſo thatfhe 


had no Stomach to her Food : I preſcribed the

7. Of this I cauſed the Sick to.take three, 
four, five or fix times a day, and ſomtimes oft; 
ner, about half a Spoonful of it, and ſometimes 
morein a Glaſs of Sack; this cleanſed the Ulcer 
in the L11n2s, and in alittle time healed it, alſo 
it.begat a good Stomach in the Patient, whereby 
ſh2 could the betcer eat her Food, 

8. Sometimes alſo, for change, I cauſed her 
to take choice Canary, made moderately bitter 
with Tin&ture of Wormwood, and ſometimes 
the Tin&ure of black Pepper in reQified Spirit 
of Wine, to forty, fifty, or ſixty drops, in-any 
convenient Liquor ; by which the native heat of 
her Scomach, became reſtored and ſtrengthen- 
ed, fo that (he could Eat and Digeſt her Food 
very well. 

9, However, that ſhe might be always taking 

_ things conducing to her Health ; I ordered her 
efren to Lick of this following Syrup: Take jryce 
of Turaips, ſqucezed ont of Turnips. baked dry 
in a Pan, apint and ha'f : Water diſtilled out of 
Snails and Earth:worms, a pint : Virgin Honcy 

Elaxified, four pounds : mix all together, melt 

and make a ſyrup in the heat of a Bath,of this ſhe 

took with a Liquorice ſtick between Meals,at leſt 

ten or twelye times a day, which comforted and 

ſtrengthened the late indifpoſed Lungs. 

Io, Allo I ordered her to take, every Marn- 
ing faſting, aad every Night going to Bed four- 
teen, ſixteen or twenty drops of the Anniſated' 
_ of Sulphur, by which ſhe found great

11, Theſe things ſhe continued the uſe of, 


for about ſeven ar eight Weeks, at what time we j 


conceiv'd the Lungs to be perfe&ly weil, the 
Catarrh was alſ3 much abated, but not wholl» 
taken away. 

12. After ſeven Weeks time, I cauſed her to 
receive ſeveral times the Fames of Amber, as 
meationed in the. former Qbſervation, alſo I 
ordered her three or four grains of My Land - 
num to be taken every Night going to bed, by

4. Theſe fits would latt ſometimes four or 
five hours at a time, in which whatſoever ſhe 
took, whether hot or celg, ſhe received not the

5. She had tryed many things, and without 
ſucceſs ; as manifold Vomiris, and Purgings, 
Clyitcrs, ſhe had aifv B/yſters, Errhines, Sta 
nutatories, Tſſues,. and had been many times 
Sweated ; wherevy although the fiercencis 0 
her Catarrh, might be ſometizins rem ited, jet 
ſhe had not the ,ealt Ezic as tothe pain of her

$8. But behold her Diſeaſe (Tyrant like) dou- 
bled irs ſtrength, and this Stomatick pain ſeem'd 
greater than ever ;. nor was her Catarrh in the 
Jeaft leſſened but afrefh excired, {> that hopeleſs 
of Remedy, ſhe was given over by ail ber other 
Phyſicians, expeCting no Cure but by Death. 

9. A Frien1 of hers defired her to make Try- 
al of Mz, which al:hough the had tryed many 
Phyſicians in Vain, yet her almoſt dayly Grief 
made her eaſy tobe Intreated ; accordingly I was

1. A Manabout thirty three years of Age, 
had a (atarrh followed him for many Months, 
the Habit of his Body was cold, moiſt, and ſcor- 
butick, he had red ſpots which did almuſt over- 
ſpread his . whole Body, as large aimoſt as a 
Filver Penny;they appeared at cercain timus,con- 
tinued for a ſeaſon, and then diſ-aj peared ; 
ſometimes they would be in his Arms, ſume- 
times in his Legs, ard ſomrimes in his Toighs, 
ſometimes on his Breaſt, aud ſumetrimes on all 
thoſe parts at unce, 

2. Oficntimes he had wandring Pains affli-

9. Outyardly, Icauſed his Head, Temples, 
Forehead and Stomach, to be anointed with the 
following Balſam: Take Oyl of Nutmeg: by cx- 
preſſion, ſix drams : Oyl of Roſemary, three 
drams : Oyl of Saſſafias, a dram and half : mix 
them well together, and anoint the foregoing pla- 
ces Morning and Evening, rubbing the Balſam 
well in. 

10, Having purged him three or four times, 
I cauſed him to Swallow every Mornivg and 
Evening, half a dram of Maſtich, by the uſe of 
which he confeſſed he had great Comfort ; his 
ordinary Drink was a DecoQtion of Guajacum 
and Sarſa, with Seeds, which I Cauſed him to 
Drink, with the mixture of a half quantity of the 
following Water.

16, Alfo another Woman having lately lain 
in, by taking cold, was ſeized with a vehement 
Catarrh, but ſhe being Hyſterick , inſtead of the 
gig Antiſcorbutick Water, I preſcribed 
the following Anti=byſterick Water. 

17. Take (ows Milk, fix quarts: Tanſy, 
Featherfew, Motherwort, of each four handfuls:

18. Another perſon ſubje& to a Leipothymia 
or Swooning, had been obnoxious to a 7 Ca- 
tarrh for nine Months, who was Cured with the 
former Medicaments : ſave only inſtead of the 
Antiſcorbutick Water before mention'd, there 
was mixed with the G#ajacum Diet, one ounce or 
two of Angelica Water the greater Compoſition; 
alfoI ordered the ſaid Water, upon any fainting

X. 4 Catarrh with a Vehement Pain of 
the Head, in a cold and moiſt (onſtitation, and 
a Scorbutick babit of Boay. 


I. This befel a Woman of about fourty ejghe 
years of Age, who was of a luſty Body, fat 
and corpulent, ſmooth ſoft Skin, Flaxen colored 
Hair, and one that ſeemed to be made rather 
for Ornament and Beauty Sake, than any other 
purpoſe, her Urine was ſmall in quantity, 
chin, clear and ſomwhat paliſh, 

2. This Diſeaſe had afflited her for abone 
18 or 20 Months ; the Catarrh was very trou- 
bleſom to her, for ſometimes ſhe would be in 
danger of Choaking : her Head-ach was appa- 
rently a (ephalzea, and probably might ariſe by 
conſent from her Stomach ; for her Stomach was 
often out of order,weak,and the digeſtive Faculry 
almoſt overcome.

3. Into the hole We put ſmall Tents like 


Pine Kernels, made of Gypſum, Gum Arabick,

mot of 7499, the Wind being ſtill in the ſame 
Corner, the ſeaſon was more like winter then 
ſpring ; unleſs now and then a hot day happens 
ed between, | 

3. While the Winter continued (unleſs that a 
Quartan Feaver contraed in Autumn Infeed 
ſome) among our Country-men, there was a 
moderate ſtate of Healt and freedom from Po- 
pular Diſeaſes. 

4. The Spring coming on an Intermitting 
Tertain. ( as uſed ro do every year before ) fell 
upon ſome. 

5+ About the end of April, a Diftemper 
aroſe ſuddenly, as if ſent by ſome Blaſt of the 
Stars, which laid hold on very many together, 
that in ſome Towns inthe ſpace of a Week, abour 
a thouſand people fell fick, 

.6. The particular Symptom of this diſeaſe... 
and which firſt afflited the Sick was a trouble- 
ſome Cough accompanied with great Spitting, 
and a Catarrh falling down upon the Paſlate,.

8. In ſome a very hot Diſtemper plamly ap= 


peared, that being throwa into bed, they were 
troubled wich Burning, Tihrſt, Waking, Hoarſ- 
neſs, and Coughing, and that fcarcely without 
any Intermiſſicn. 


9. Somtimes there came upon this-a bleeding 


at the Noſe, and in ſome a Bloody: fpittle an

the more. ſtrong, and almoſt all of a bealthfull

10. Thoſe who of this diſeaſe ſickned and died, 
for che moſt part died by reaſon of the Rrength 
dSeing leafurely waſted, and ſerous heap more 
and more gathered together. in their Breſt, wich 
the Increaſe of the Feaver and the dithculty of 
breathing, like thoſe fick 'of an HeRick Fea- 
ver. x | | 

\.I1. We are to Enquire concerning this Di-' 
ſeaſe, what Procatartich cauſe it had ; that it 

, ſhould ſuddenly ariſe in the middle of the ſpring, 
.and almoſt the third part of manking ſhould be 
diſtempered with the ſame, in the ſpace of a 
Month : then the figns and ſymptoms -being 
carefully Cole&ed, the formal Reaſon of this: 
diſeaſe as alſoits (ſis and way of Cure ought 
to be Aſſigned, | 

T2. It is Known by Common Experience, as 
well as by the Teſtimony of Hippocrates thar the 
Northern Wind is moſt apt to produce Ca- 
tarrhs : but why the Catarrhs did not ſpread 
at leaſt in ſome peculiar places, .all the Pinter 
and Spring, but only in one Months ſpace, and 
then Joyned with a Feaver ? and that this diſtem- 
per ſhould becomeEpidemical,doth nor fo plain- 
ly appear, 

13. I know many deduce the Cauſe from 
the vnequal temper of the air at that time which 
although for the moſt part very Cold, yet the 
North wind ſomtimes leſſening, there would 
bea day or two very hot between: wherefore 
from this occaſion as from Cold taken after 
heat, men commonly fall ſick. 

- 14- But indeed fur Exciting the diſtemper, ſo 
ſaddenly rifing and commonly ſpreading, there 
Is required, beſides ſuch an occaſion, ſome 
great precedent Cauſe,or Prediſpoſition,though 
the other perhaps might ſuffice for an evident 
Cauſe, for to affli& them with this Diſtemper, 

15. We ought to ſuppoſe that all men almoſt 
were prone and inclinable to this Diſeaſe, other- 
wiſe no Evident Cauſe could have Exerciſed 
its Power ſo potently on ſo many, wherefore 
it ſeems very likely that this ſickneſs bad its Ori- 
gin from the Intemperance and inordination of 
the year; and as the Autumnal intermitting 
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.Feaver going before was the produt of the pres 


ceeding immoderate heat,{o thisCatarrhal Fea. 
ver, depended altogether. upcn the following 
part. of the.year, being ſo-extreamly Cold, 

16, For the' blood being fermented by the 
very bot Summer and Inclinable to the Feaver 
before deſcribed, then being made more ſuutriſh 
by the Urgency of the Autumn, and apt fora 
Quartan Feaver, afterwards being a little 
Eventilated by reaſcn of the ſtrong Cold of the 
Winter, and hinder'd from its due Perſpirati. 
on, Returned yer its diſcraſy or Evil diſpoſition, 
and readily brake forth on the firſt occaſion 
given. hs 

17. Wherefore when the blood in the middle 
of the Spring, .(as the Juice of Vegetables) being 
made more lively, and alſo began to Flower 
and grow Rank, by reaſon of the continued 
ſtoppage, was itraitned in its Circulacion, and 
eaſily made prone to a Feaveriſh Efterveſcency ; 
and as the ſerous water redounding in the blood, 
could not Evaporate outwardly becauſe of the 
Pores being ſtill ſtraightned by the Cold,Reſtag- 
nating within,and chiefly falling upon theLungs, 
(where it might be moved about, inftead of an 
outward breathing forth) Excited ſo frequent 
and troubleſom a Cough. 

18. The original therefore, and formal Rea- 
ſon of this Diſcafe, are founded cheifly upon 
two things ; viz, That there happened together 
a grcater Efferveſcency of the blood than Uſual, 
from the coming on of the Spring, and alſo a 
ſtoppage or great Conſtricion of the Pores, 
Excited by the too great cold of the foregoing 
Seaſon, that therefore there was not a free ſpace 


granted to the blood flowing or Luxuriating in

ſeaſoa. 

21. Wherefore, tisno wonder, after a great 
unequal Conſtitution of the year, and not Na- 
tural, when in the Spring the blood boyling 
up more lively within the Veſſels, by Reafun of 
tranſpiration being hindred, could not be freely 
Circulated and Þ ciciently Eventilated, if for 
that Cauſe great diſorders follow, and from this 
moſt common Cauſe, a diſtemper greatly Epi- 
demical ſhould be excited, 

22, As to the Symptoms Joyned with this 


Diſeaſe, a Feaveriſh Intemperature, and what- 
{oever belongs to this, the heat of the Precor- 
dia, Thrift, a ſpontaneous Wearineſs, pain in 
the Head, Loins, and Limbs were induced from 
the blood grcwing hot, and not ſufficiently even- } 
tilated. 

23. Hence in many, a part of the thinner 
blood being heated, and the reſt of the Liquor 
being only driven into Confuſion, a ſimple ty- 
nochus, or Feaver of more days was Cauſed, 
and this for the moſt part ceaſed within a few 
days. 

$4. But in ſome endued with a vitious diſpoſiti- 
-on of blood, or evil habit of body,this kind of Fea-

28. Wherefore, when the Blood flowing in 
the Spring, conceived an heat, the flowing forth 
of. the Seram, anda pouring of it on the Inte- 
riour parts, was wont to 'Cauſe firſt the (vg 
as the proper ſymptom of this Diſeaſe. 

29. Andthoſe whoſe Blood was more dilutz 
ed by the mixtion gf the Serum, and who were 
greatly obnoxious to the Coxgh and a Rhuma- 
tick Diſeaſe, were 'Cured with leſs trouble 
of the feaverith Diſtemper. | 

30. The Prognoſtich of this diſeaſe concern- 
ing private perſcns, is for the moſt part eaſy, 
that one may deliver the Event from the firſt 
Affault: for if this ſickneſs beExcited in a ſtrong 
Body and before Healthful, and that the Fea- 
verith Diſtemper be moderate, and without 
any grivous and horrid ſymprom, the buſineſs 
is tree from danger, and the diftemper is to be 
accounted of no great Moment, as that common- 
ly is of catching cold, neither needs a Phyſiti- 


an be Conſulted, nor Remedies, unleſs that

7. Her Appetite was ſoon loſl, for ſhe rook 
meat very unwillingly : ſhe thirſted it:1],, and 
her ſtrength was grown ſo feeble, that ſhe 
could neither ſtand or walk, her Urine was of 
a Citron Colour, - full of faltneſs, on whoſe ſu. 
perficies grew little Tartarous Skins. 

8. Whea on the fixth day of her ſickneſs, I 
was ſent for to *this Gentlewoman, I framed the 
Kciology, of this kind of admirable diſtemper ; 
For the Conſideration of her Fathers being Sick 
of moſt grievous Convaulfive paſlions, kept me, 
that I did not with many others Refer all things 
to the deluftons of Witches. - 

9. Wherefore, that I might find out' the na- 
tural Cauſes of theſe Symptoms, it was in the 
firſt place to be ſuſpe&ed that this Gentle- 
woman had hereditarily ContraQed the ſeeds of 
Convulſive Diſtempers, which,about the Flower 
of her Ape, broke forth in this kind of Fruir.

2, Afterwards upcn a certain day be grew 
nor, and in the night following, when he ſhould 
nave taken his reſt, was taken with a ſuffoca- 
tive Catarrh, for the ſpace of a quarter of an 
hour, by which aſſault, getting upon his Knees 
in his Bed, he recommended his Soul to God,

1. I was afflited with a Catarrh falling upon 
my Throat and Jaws, by which my Lungs and 
Wind- Pipes puſted up by little and little, drew 
Breath with ſo great a Noife, that people at a 
diſtance might hear me painfully Breathing, 

2. After that, I was forced to walk a broad 
in a moſt thick miſt, and up high Mountains, 
where T was ſurrounded with ſo great a Fog, 
that notwithſtanding I had a quick ſighted 
Horſe, and Guide expert of the.ways, who ac- 
companied me, lead me, by reaſon of the dark. 
neſs, through many by-ways, for the ſpace of 
fix hours ;, ſo that being forced to go on Foot, 
Cloaked and Booted, I fell into an exceeding 
great Sweat, 

3. From that day, the Cough encreaſed, by 
which pure Blood was expeRorated, the cite 
of a ſalt, ſharp and moſt laſting Catarrh, with a 
rattling of the Breaſt. | 

4. The Cough ſtill encreagd with the ratling: 
aſterwards I Vomited up ſome thick matter, 
congealed 23nd mixed with a little yellowiſh 
Blood , which at laft appear'd full of little 
Specks: ſomtimes I was troubled with fuliginous 
Vapours, which afflicted me with {ſo great a vio- 
lence, that my Breaſt would ſeem to.be rent 
and torn.in pieces. 

5. I abſtain'd from Wine three Weeks, and 
was cantentto live upon Pctiſan made of Barley, 
and Liquorice, prepared with the Secd of Anniſe 
and Coriander, 

6. I purg'd my inward parts with Emollient 
and Purgative Clyſters ; hence by diflolving 
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and mixing Manna in Broth, I moſt conveniently 
cleanſed my Body three times, | 

7. Having opened a Vein upon the right 
Arm, it bled at the firſt time like Hogs-lard, 
and the ſecond much like, but more natural : 


then Iapplyed a Cautery tothe left Arm, to the 
nape of the Neck, Veſicatories of Cantharides 
incorporated with Leaven, and mixt with ſharp 
Vinegar. : 

8. After Supper, that ſameday, till about 
the hour of Sleep, they moved me with great de- 
fire to make Water, in ſo much that it can ſcarce 


be ſaid, with what grief and pain of the Yard I 
without Intermiffion drop by drop made Wa« 
ter, 

9. But from that Symptom, I was delivered: 
by an Emulfion of the Seeds of Gourds, Cu- 
cumers and Melons made with fair Water, tak- 
ing ſome few ſpoonfuls of ir ata time ; *cis won- 
derful what preſent and miraculous reliet it gave 
me : taking away all my grief, 

10, Beſides from the application of Veſli- 
catories, I twice obſerv'd the earneſt deſire of 
making Urine, to be moy'd in a Noble Matron.. 

17. I found no better Medicine againſt the 
Cough, than that of the Syrup of dryed Roſes. 
one patt, mixt with Syrup of white Poppies, two 
parts ; and this very pleaſant EleQuary : Take 
the flowers of the awarf Meadlar, red Roſes, of 
each one dram and-two ſcruples : flowers of the. 
Sloe-tree, of the greater Daſy, of each one ſcru- 
ple: Honey, fine ſugar, diſſolved in Roſe water, 
of each a ſufficient quantity, mix them. 

I2. When I had again expeRorated Blood, 
clammy and full of black filth, the EleCtuary al- 
ways ſeemed to be uppermoſt, whereby the rot-- 
ten matter was cary'd away, and at laſt the 
Veins were conſolidated, 

13. But the Feaver and the Cough till re- 
main'd ; which at length too were Cured by the 
frequent uſe of the aforemention'd Medicines: 
and Oyntment : ſo that by Gods Bietling, I re- 
covered my perfe& Health, who had been hin- 
dered from viſiting the Sick noleſs than three 
whole Weeks. B:uniugerus, Cent. 3. Obſerve

1: A man almoſt thirty years old, ftrcng of 
Body, was moſt grievioully takea with a Cough 
for the ſpace of five or ſix Weeks, who by a Ca- 
tarrh which tormented him in his Head, was 
deprived of his Taft, with a maniteſt pining a= 
way, and a mild Feaver, but not deſirous of 
Drink. ;

1. The Name, It is called in Greek Kerz#/©-, 
in Latin Catarrhm ; and in Engliſh Diſt:Uation 
of Rhume, 

2. The Definition. A (atarrh is a flux of 
Rhume to the Throat and Mouth,coming ſfome- 
times from the Head, ſometimes from theLungs, 
ſometimes from Stomach tranſlating the pre- 
ternatural or ſuperfluous juyce to various parts 
of the Body,as the Eyes,Ears, Noſe, Joynts,0'c. 

3- The Kinds, A Catarrh is commonly but 
two-fold, one in a ſulphureous faline diſcraſy of 
the Blood, or a hot and moiſt habic of Body ; the 
other, in a ſaline ſulphureous Dyſcraſy of the 
Blood, or a cold and moiſt Conſtitution of the 
Body, in which latter Caſe, ic is for the moſt 
part Complicated with the Scary, inthe firſt 
Caſe, the flux of Rhume is for the moſt part thin, 
being rarifyed by the two great heat of the Bo- 


dy; inthe latter Caſe, the humor or Rhume is 
for the moſt part thick, being condenſed by rea- 
fon of the too cold habit and diſpoſition of the | 
Budy.

"Southern Air, long fleeping, eſpecially in the 
day time, floathfullneſs and idleneſs and tak- 
ing of extream Colds, whereby many crude 
bumors are engendred, which nature not apt- 
ly diſpoſing of them, they by a vitious qua- 
lity are thruſt upon other parts. 

20, Co:d takenby the Feet, natyrally pro- 
duces a Catarrh, a fluxion of Rhume from the 
Brain upoa the Eyes, Noſe and parts adjacent, 
which is by conſent from the ſympathy and 
Community of the parts, for that the eold is 
Commi-nicated t> the Brain by the greateſt 
Nerves, that come thorough the marrow of 
the Back-bone, whereby the innermoſt parts of 
the Brain, are immediatly affected, fo as that 
they cannot retain their Humidities, as natural- 
ly they ought, 

21. Riverius ſays, that a ({atarrh is cauſed 
by cold, from ſhutting up the external Pores, 
eſpecially in thoſe times wherein the Body ought 
moſt to Sweat, hence it comes to paſs (ſays he) 
That men very much enflam'd or heated by 
violent Exerciſe, or otherwiſe, running ſud- 
denly in the cold Air, are troubled with Ca- 
tarrhs, 

22, Which is the reaſon, that this Di- 
ſeaſe is moſt frequent” in eAutumn, becauſe 
the Body being made thin, and the Pores open- 
ed in the Summer time, caſting forth many ex- 
crements by Inſcnfible tranſpiration, it they 
be preſently ſtopp'd by Contra&ion of the 
Body with cold, do cauſe Humors and Va- 
pI fly into the Head, and Center of the 

rain, 

23. So that about the beginning of Autumn, 
there are not only Catarrhs, but alſo abundance 
of watery humors are ſent forth by moſt men

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24. How great this evacuation by the Pores 
is, which is uſually made by inſenſible tranſpi- 
ration, Santtorins has taughtin /ibro de ſtatica 
Medicine, where he ſhews that thoſe Tranſpi- 
rations are larger than all the ſenſible eyacua- 
tions pur together ; ſo that if the Meat and 
Drink of one day be eight pound in weight, the 
inſenſible Tranſpiration will be five pound , 
whereby it appears that all the other ſenſible 
evacuations made by Urine,Stvol, Mouth, Noſe, 
©. cannot exceed three pound. 

25. Moreover, the loſs that is made by a 
ſenfivle Sweat is very remarkable, ſome that 
have gone to the Royal Bagno, have weighed 
themſelves both before and after Sweating, and 
in an hours time Sweating littlegmore or leſs, 
have come out ten pounds light 
they came in. "$3.

26. Hippocrates ſaith, That the Lungs being 
enflamed, draw humors from the whole Body, 
and eſpecially from the Head, and the Head 
being made hot from the Body, ſpits forth that 
thick matter, but by what ways this humor is 
drawn from the Head, the good cld Man bas 
not told us, nor can we imagine, except vy thoſe 
paſſages by ws a little above ennmerated.

3. Thoſe things which thicken and dry are 


all forts of Gums, chiefly Gum Arabich, Tra 
gacanth, Frankincenſe, Olibanum, Maſtich: 
and among Woods, 7uniper, Guajacum, Suſ- 
ſafras, Roſemary, Oak, yellow Sanders, word 
of «Aloes, and wood of the Balfamstree, 
4. The herbs and plants may be prepared 
into a ſyrup, by taking their clarified Jayces 
and boyling them to a ſyrup with fine ſugat or 
honey: Opium may be made into a Confett or 


| Laudanum, as we have almolt in an hundred 


places declared ; thefe various Woods, among 
which we ſhouid have alſo enumerated Lignum 
Nephriticum are prepared for Medicine by 
boyling them in water and making a decoCtion 
either ftrong or weak according to the Inten= 
tion, examples of which we have often given in 
the decottion of Guajacum.

2. AfterwardsI ordered him to take the L 
nar Pills once a Week, for four times together,by 
means of which a vaſt quantity of humors were 
evacuated out of the Body. 

3. And by reaſon I was fearful that the V:- 
ſcerathould be too much weakned by ſo much 
purging ; I ordered him to take our Elettua- 
rinm ad Tabides, every Morning faſting, the 
quantity of a Nutmeg, and as much at Night 
going to bed, 

4+ Theſe things went not without their fuc- 
ceſs; for there was nor cnly a plentiful evacua. 
tion of the humor made, but there was a Corro. 
beration of all the Faculties and FunCtions of the 
whole Body. 

5. Yet notwithſtanding all this, we could 
not ſay, Our Patient was cured, or in any ſeem- 
ing hope of Cure; however I difpaired nor, but 
intreated him to go on, that we might make the 
- utmoſt Tryal that could be. 

6, I cauſed his Hair to be ſhaved, and a Ye- 
ficatory to be laid all over the whole Head, by 
which many large Bliſters were drawn ; theſe 
Veſicatories I repeated no leſs than. four 
times, 
+4. Aﬀeerwards I gave him ſuch things as 
were Specificks in the Cure of this Diſeaſe ; as 
this following : Take AMiſleto of the Oak, one 
ounce : Cinnabar of eAntimony, half an ounce : 
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| ple : mix andimake a very ſubtle Ponder , of 
this he took from half a dram to two ſcruples 
every Morning faſting, and every night going

8, But by reaſon he complained of a great 
illneſs of his Stomach, want of Digeſtion, and 
lofs of Appetite ; I ordered him to take the 
Antepieprick, ſpirit of Vitriol, inall the Liquors 
he drank, by means of which the Faculties and 
FunRions of the Stomach came to be reſtored 
and his digeſtion ſtrengthened, ſo that he could. 

eat with a ſtrong Appetite, | 
| 9. Yet notwithſtanding all this, his Epilepſy 


remained, however I adviſed him to continge 
the uſe of the means, and gave him encourage- 
ment and ſtrong hopes, becauſe the ſtrength of 
his Diſeaſe declined every day : moreover, he 
ow not one fit, where he uſed to have twobe. 
ore, 

10, Theſe things tired our Patient ſo much 
that he reſolved to rake no more; for although 
his Diſeaſe was not ſo ſtrong, as it was when 
took him in hand, yet nevertheleſs the tediouſ- 


eycr this advantage he had by the Medicaments 
he took, that whereas before he. uſed to have 
fits almoſt every day ; it would be a Week, and 
ſomtimes a fortnight between each Paroxyſm, 
which to me would have been ſo much matter of 
hope and fatisfaQtion, that I ſhould have cer- 
tainly continued the uſe of the means to a pet- 
fe& Cure.

1+ This Woman was about thirty five years 
of Age, neither fat nor lean, of a Melancholy 
habit and conftitution of Body, which Melan- 
choly though itwas continual, yet feemed to 
have certain Paroxyſms, wherein the Melancho- 
ly diſpoſition became ſtirred up to a beight ; if 
not to a Frenzy, yet to a Fooliſhnefſs, when the 
fit was over, the would be as rational and ſenſible 
as ever, bur yet very Melanchcly. 

2. After ſhe had been in this Condition four 
or five year, fhe was taken with a Vertigo, which 
uſually came once or twice a Month, and com- 
monly a liccle before che Melancholy fit, this 
Vertiginous Diſtemper grew ſtronger and ſtron- 
ger upon her, ſo-that at laſt ſhe would fall 
down, but retaining her Senſes , and as yet 
withour any ſymptom of the Epilepſy, 

. 3- But asthe Diſcaſe grew ſtronger, and the 
firs more numerous, ſoar length ſhe ſeemed to 
fall with a kind of Convalſion, this continued

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s. Afﬀeer that ſhe had ſeveral Fits, irregu- |

wherevy ſhe was a little forewarn'd of the time 
of their coming. | | 

6. Moreover ſhe would ſay, That ſhe knew 
of the coming of the fir, two or three hours 
before-hand, by reaſon of a certain alterati- 
on which ſhe found in her Head, which is no 
uſual thing. 

7. She would complain-of a dullneſs and- 
heavineſs of her Head, and althouga not much 
pained of a Yertigo or Giddineſs , by . which 
things did nat feem ſo much to turn round, but 
rather topſy turvey, heels over Head, fo that 
ſhe would ofcen complain, though ſhe ſat never 
ſo ſecurely, that ſhe was falling back-ward : 

$-- By which it appeared, that the conjun& 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe lay in the Occipart- or hin- 
der part of the Head, and aſlaulted the Noble 
Ventricle or Original of the Nerves, which was 
confirmed the more ; for that when ſhe fell, ſhe | 
fell not fideling,tarning as it were a litcle. round, 
anJ as is ufaal in this Diſeafe , but all together 
backward,ſo that upon the approach of the Pa- 


roxyſm, (he would often cry out, ſome body was | 


pulling her backward, 

9. As to the Cure hereof, many things were 
attempted, but altogether in vain; ſeveral Phy- 
ſicians delivered their Judgment, that ſhe was 
Tzcurable, grounding their Opinions upon the 
Authorities of Hippocrates and Galen, that if 
an Epilepſy happened to any one above the Age 
of twenty five, it was always /ycarable. 

. .. Io. However notwithſtanding theſe great 
Ocacles, the contrary was proved upon this Pa... 
tient, though indeed the Cure was difficult : 

' many Methods and Procefles were uſed in vain, 
being long and tedious and ſeveral years under 
Care, yet at laſt it was happily accomplifhed, as 
in the. ſequel of this Hiſtory you may perceive. 

11, This Woman: had been for a long time 

- without her Courſes, to wit, three or four year, 
and it was the opinion of her former Phyſici- 
ans, that if they were produced, or an equiva- 


Jent. quantity of Blood taken away inſtead of 
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them, that it was poſſible ſhe mi ght be Recovel 


red, 
12. Atcordihg to this advice, ſhe was ſe. 
veral times let Blood, and ſeveral times even tg 


Fainting ; ſo that it was ſuppoſed ſeveral 
quarts of Blood was taken from her. . 

13. By this means ſhe ſeemed to be much 
better for a conſtderable ſpace of time, as tothe 
Epilepſy.; but ſhe was made more pale, wan, 
thin, and leanthan before, and her elanchol 
Diſtemper ſeemed rather to increaſe, for the 
diminition of the Blood was no doubt the dimi. 
nition of the Spirits; foraſmuch as the Bloodis 
the Vehicle of the Spirits. 

14.However though the fits ſeemed to be ah. 
ſent for a very conſiderable time, yet they were 
not totally removed, for after four months time, 
they return'd again with much greater violence: 

15, Whereupon the Dacors adviſed her to 
the ſame courſe of Bleeding again, which ſhe 
and her Friends were unwilling to; for that ſhe 
had been ſo much weakned by the former bleed, 
ing, and that not yet recovered : they alſo ſay, 
that the fit returned with ſo much the more vio- 
lence by how much ſhe was weaker, which could 
be no encouragement to ſuch a kind of Cure, 

16. She bad alſo taken ſeveral things inward- 
ly, whereby ſhe had ſuch a loathing and. averl- 
neſs to any.thing of Phylick, that it was difficult 
to perſwade her to the taking of any more ; fo 
that what we were to do, we were forced to do 
chiefly by outward application, which was 80 
ſmall diſcouragemenr. to the hopes of a perf 
Cure, | 

17. Her Husband however earneſtly requi- 
red my help, and did at length engage me inthis 
ſo difticulc an undertaking : by reaſon ſhe was 
{o averſe to inward means.: my Conſultation 
was, what outward Courſes were to be uſed, 4s 
moſt probable to do her good ; at length I con- 
cluded upon applying Velicatories to the Soles 
of her Feet, which I did, repeating them ſeveral 
times ; to wit, five or fix times, and it was done 
co a very conſiderable advantage of the Sick. 

18, For although the Epileprick fits were not 
taken away thereby, yet they were much diml- 
niſthed, as to their vigour and time of continu» 


ance, alſ2 that which was.moſt —_— 
all. 
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kept open, an4 running for above four Months ; 


all, that they ſaw ofren, reiterating of the Bly= 
ſters, totally removed the elancholy humor, 
and from a dull, heavy, unpleaſant, melancho- 
ly Creature , ſhe became very lightſom, lively, 
picaſant and merry. - 

19. And whereas ſhe had formerly com- 
plained of a pain in her lefc fide,and Hypochon- 
der, which was- not very extream, but a dull, 
flow kind of pain, and what ſhe ſaid, ſhe could 
well endure, provided ſhe was free from her fats; 
yet upon ſo often repeating of theſe Blyſters, 
this pain went alſo quite away. 

20. She was apt to be bound in her Body ; 
which I conſtantly kept open with a Laxative 
(yer ; wherein ſome ounces of Crocus Aetal: 
lorum was put, or a {poonful or two of the Tin- 
Qureof Colocynthis. 

21. Thele brought a great quantity of cold, 
watery, limy, and pituitous matter : theſe were 
reiterated every day, or every three or four 
days; as occafion required, for a Month toge- 
ther, whereby-the Bowels became well cleanſed 
of a ſharp, acrimonious humor ;;-ſo that ſhe ſeem- 
ed to be exceeding pleaſant, and to grow every 
day more chearful than other, 

22- After this, I thought of other ways of 
Revniſion , 1--cauſed two large YVeſicatories to 
be applyed, 'one upon each Shoulder ; theſe, 
after healing, I reiterated twice. 

23. I alſo cauſed two Iſſues to be made, cne 
in each Arm, in the Brauny patt above the El- 
bow z they ran freely. and well, and vended a 
large quantity of macter. 

24. .Theſe. things being done, I cauſed the 
Hair of her Head to be ſhaven off, and I ap- 
plyeda Yeſicatory over the Head ; this alſo was 
repeated three times , after which her Head 
was very lightſom and pleaſant , alſo a dimneſs 
ef Sight, which ſhe had for ſome years complain- 
ed of, was perfectly taken away and cured ; fo 


that ſhe confeſſed her ſelf to fee as well as ſhe | 


ever could 4n all her Life. 

25, Her Head being healed, after the appli- 
cation of the third Veſicatory; 1 cauſed the Se- 
ton to be applyed to the nape of the Neck, put- 
ting a Skein of Silk thorough the hole, this was 
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Epileptick Emplaſter of Franciſcus Y aleſns , 
which ſhe wore a long time. 

26, In all this time, we could not prevail 
with her totake any thing inwardly, ſave the 
following Diet, which fhe took for her ordinary 
Drink : Take Water, twenty quarts : Guaja- 
cam raſped, a pound : Saſſafras, half a pound + 
boy] to the conſumption of ſix or ſeven quarts : 
then add theſe following things : take Sarſa, Lig- 
num Rhodium, of each fix ounces :- boyl again for 
half an hour, after which add Miſleto of the 
Oak, Male peony-roots and ſeeds bruiſed, of each

four ounces : Carraway and (oriander-ſeeds, 
Nutmeg ,of each two ounces : boyl them a while, 
then ſtrain all out hard by preſſing : to the ſtrajnu= 
ea Liquor add juyce of Male-peony-flowers, a 
quart : Virgin Honey, enough to make it ſweet;

of each a hanaful : Funiper- berries well bruiſed, 
fonr ounces : put all into a bag with a ſtone in it, 
in the time of working : where let it ſlay abous 
fix days, till it 15 fit to bottle, after which it may 
be bottled ps putting into each bittle, half an 
ounce of white $uzar, and oneClove, or apiece 
of Limon-peecl, 

27, Ot this drink, ſhe drank about abotcle a 
day, and ſomtimes more, for ſix whole Months 
cogether, zo wit, from the firſt of cur taking her 
in Hand: by reaſon of this drying Diet, aud 
che many evacuations that were made, the Ep:- 
leptick firs grew fewer ; they came more ſel « 
dom, and ſtayed a much leſſer time ; fo that in 
the ſixth month after the andertaking of this 
Cure, ſhehad not one in ſeven Weeks, where- 
as formerly ſhe uſed to have.one every Week ; 
to Wit, every quarter of the Moon, ſo that in. 
deed it was matter of ercouragement to go on, 

28, I at laſt of all prevailed upon her totake 
the following Confect : Take Eleftaarium ad 
Tabidas, two ounces :

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29. [ ordered her the continual taking of, 
this Ele&uary for three or four Months at leaſt, 
which ſhe exa&ly performed : alſo it her Body

39. And with mach perſwafions, I gained up- 
on her to-take now and then a Purge of Sena, 
made'by boyling it with Prunes, the ſyruy of 
which ſhe took withoat any diſguſt,and ir purg'd 
her very well. 

31. AlfoI ordered her, that once a quarter 
at leaſt, if not oftener, ſhe ſhould apply Yef- 
Catories to the Soles of her Feet, becauſe they 
fo powerfully attrat from the Head, and emp- 
ty the univerſal Body of all ſorts of humors. 

32. Upon the provoking of the. Terms, ſhe 
bad a ſharp peſſary put up, and ſhe: ſwallowed 
every night going to bed, abour four or five 
nights before the time that the flux was expe- 
ed, Pills of waſhed Alves balf a dram ; and af- 
ter them about the time of expeRation ; one 
ounce of the TinQure of Colocynthis, 

33-By means of which, and the Peſſary afore- 
faid, her Terms were effteQually brought down, 
and ſhe confeſſed ſhe found much benefit, 

34- Now whereas ſhe complained, that when 
the Epileptick fit. came upon her, it was as if 
ſhe had been pulled backwards, I cauſed all the 
hinder partof her Head, and nape of the Neck; 
aSalſo the whole Back-bone it ſelf from the Yer- | 
zebre of the Neck to the Os Coccigzs to be very 
well bathed twice a day with the Poweys of Am- 
ber alone, and ſomtimes with the Powers of Am- 
ber mixed with the Powers of Roſemary, Sage 
and Saſſafras. 

35. Theſe were conſtantly uſed for five or 
fix Weeks, by which ſhe found not only her 
Head and Brain cumforted, but her whole uni- 
yerſal Body warmed and ſtrengthned. 

36. Thus was this ſuppoſed incurable Crea- 
ture, after a long uſe of Medicaments perfe&ly 
reſtored to Healch, alchough but a very few 
Medicines were given inwardly ; and ſhe re- 
mained well and free from Ep/eprich fits, for 
ſeveral years; nor do I know that ſhe was ever 
troubled with them after. 

57. In this obſervation there is ſomewhat

X. eAn Epilepſy in young Woman from a 
diſaffeftion of the Stomach. 

I. This Diſeaſe had long layn hid or ſecret, 
nor did it make it ſelf manifeſt, till it had got 
fingular advantages on che Animal ſpirits, af- 
terwards it aſſaulted the young Woman, at- 
ter an exceeding violent manner, and with fo 
great a pain and weakneſs of the Stomach, 
that ſhe her ſelf, nor the ſtanders by thought ſhe 
would live. 

2. Somtimes ſhe was ſo ſick as to Vomit a 
great deal of greenCholer,and ſomtimes a great 
deal of tough viſcous and yellow Flegm: at- 
ter which ſhe would be well for ſeveral days, 
aS if ſhe ailed nothing. 

3. From whence it appeared that the Cauſe 
was really lodged in the Stomach ; upon her

9. This young Gentlewoman by looking up-

XI. ef fmple Epilepſy Originally in the 


Brain. 


1. A Youth, fifteen years of Age, had been 
more than ſix- or ſeven years obnoxious to an 
Epilepſy,he was of a freſh colour,ſanguine Com- 
plexion, great high ſpirit, and of a ſingular 
Wit and Ingenuity. 

2. The diſeaſe crept upon him by little and 
little, the firs being very gentle at firſt, after- 
wards more Extream: when they had held him 
about two years time, they left him for a year 
of their own accord, without Phyſick : but by 
being accidentally frighted , after an Inter- 
val of about fifteen months ſpace, they : af- 
flided him again, with an exceeding deal of 
violence. 

3. The youth was ſenſible of the fit before 
It came,and would Cry out, Oh,'tis now a com- 
ing ! when he was come to himſelf again, he 
would declare how.its approach was. 

4- Firſt be felt a lightneſs and ſwiming in 
his Head, which made all things ſeem as if 
they turnd round, preſently after his Head 
would. be dull and heavy, and he would ſud- 
denly be taken with a Convulſion, as: though 
his .Neck and Soulders would be drawn toge- 
ther, whereupon he immediately fell with 
violence, foaming mightily at the mouth. 

5. I beheld him in ſeveral of theſe fits; but 
that which is more Admirable: is, that theſe 
firs ſhould viſit him four or five times in a 
week, and ſomtimes two or three times a day, 
and' then all of a ſudden, ſo to leave him, | 
that he ſhould. be without them for a month or 
fix weeks together. , 

6. For which ſpace of time he would ſeem to 
be perfe&ly well, being as merry and brisk 
as if he had never ailed any thing; and then 
I of a ſudden without any known or previous 
Cauſe, to fall into the ſame again, with all the 
force and vehemence immaginable. 

7. The reaſon of this Phenomenon I might 
give here, but | defign to do it in another 
place, to which I ſhall refer you, however the 
method of the Cure, and by what I perform'd 
it, was as follows :

three handfuls, «Angelica, Tanſy, Rc, of each 
one handful : bruiſe all gently : and boyl them 
in the Liquor, to the Confmprics of- two quarts, 
or more ; then ſtrain it out by preſſing, to which 
add fnice of Plantain and Taragon, of each 4 
quart : mix them with the decottion, then put 
thereinto a bagg with Funiper-berries wel 
bruiſed,” four ounces : ſeeds and roots of Malt:

2, This perſon had been troubled with this 
Diſeaſe for ſeveral years, nor in the twenty ſixth 
year of his. age was he freed from it, many 
Phyſicians -had him in hand ; and almoſt all 
methods were tryed, as derivation, Revnlſion, 
Medicaments internal and external ; Vomits, 
Purges, Clyſters, Blyſters, Application of the 
Seton, {ſſues, Gargariſms, Errhines, Sternu- 
tatories : long and continued Diets, with va: 
riety of ſpecificks, but all theſe things were done 
vain; and after along uſe of every thing that 
was thought to be proper, the ſick was given 0- 
ver as Incurable. 

3, And thus continued almoſt] two years, 
afterwards without taking any Phyſick, where- 
in he -had fits almoſt every day, but at the 
Change full and quarters of . the Moon he ne- 
yer failed of them, and could always predict 
them bimſelf, almoſt-ro an hour. 

4. Laſt of all, he met with a man Reputed 
an Emperick, who told him, be would cer- 
tainly Cure him, provided he would follow 
his Counſel, and that with three or four doſes 
of Phyſick at moſt, the thing that was Exhibir- 
ed, was a pouder, aſternutatory, and indeed it 
was that of Dechers,. whoſe principal Ingro-

7. Where, or in what place, this Corruption - 
could be lodged is the queſtion, it is certain the 
Head could not hold ir all, but without doube 
the Violence of the Medicament, made an At- 
tration from all parts ; and cleared his Breſt . 
and Lungs, as well as his Head. 

$, For he had a long time a mighty Obſtru= 
ions of theLungs,with a difficulty of breathing, 
and a diſafteed Spleen, which, by vertue of the 
Operation of this ſingle Medicament, was Cu+ 
red, together with his Epilepſy. 

9. For after the fourth wioſe of this Medica- 
ment, as the Emperick had before predicted, 
he had no more Epileprick fits,and fo ir fell out 
in this patient, For he was freed from: all 
his Diſeaſes at once. 

10. I remember it is the opinion of ſome 
Phyſicians, that a violent Feaver coming upon 
an Epilepſy commonly Cures it, the matter 
cauſing the Diſeaſe, being by the vehement 
heat of the Feaver either diſſolved or diſſipat- 
ed, and I am apt to believe, that the opera« 
tion of this Medicament was not much unlike. ' 

11..For beſides the Actual drawing forth of 
the large quar.tity of that Corrupted matter 
there was a mighty Inflamation of the whole

This man aged about forty years, had 
been for a long time troubled with a great 
Pain and ObſtruRion of the Spleen : with ve- 
hement pains in his extream parts, chiefty the 
?oynts, both of Hands and Feer, of which he 
bad lain ill ſeveral weeks together, 

2. He was much given to drinking, and on 
a certain time playing the good Fellow, having, 
* as it was ſuppoſed, drunk roo much; fell into 
certain kind of firs, which the by-ſtanders knew 
not what to make of, he was taken with the firſt 
ſitting between two, ſo that he could not well 
fall, but che ſoaming of the Mouth, gave evi- 
dent demonſtration of the nature ard quality 
of the Diſeaſe. 

3+ In the Interval of one of the fits, I was 
ſent for, ro diſcourſe the Gentleman avout his 
Care ; when all in a ſudden as he was Earneſt 
ia diſcourſe, he fell down fidewayes, and as it 
were a little turning round , not long after 
foaming at the Mouth.

1-15. The Maid above mentioned, which I 


'haye cured of a Scrrhaxs of the Spleen, Drunk 


the ſaid DecoQion for no leſs time than a 
whole year together. 

-16, But this by the way ; to return to this 
our ſick Patient, finding in bim an Complica- 
tion of Diſeaſes, I was forc'd to Uſe a Com- 
plication of remedies. 

17. And finding that his Stomach: was out 
of order, fo that he could not well digeſt his 
Food, nor did ever.ſcarce Eat with an Appe- 
tite; I immediately cauſed this following 
Clyſter to be exhibited :' Take Matton broth, 
twelve otunces: Cambogia diſſolved therein, 
one dram : Tinttare of Colocynthis, one ounce : 
Oyl of Roſes, four ounces : Honey, three ſpan- 
fuls: mix them, to be exhibited warm ; this 
was given over njght. 

18. The next morning TI gave him two drams 
of my Catharticam eArgenteum mixed with a 
litle broth , which wrought exceeding well, 
and both upwards and downwards, 

19, The fourth day following, I repeated 

the ſame doſe again; and with yery admira- 
bie ſucceſs, 
* 20, The eighth day after, I exhibited this 
following Catbartick : Take Pil. ex dyobry, one 
iferuple : Tarpethum Minerale, four grains : 
Elaterium, two prains : Oyl of Lavender,two 
drops : mix, al make four pills for one doſe x 
they wronght excellently , and evacuated the 
\morbifick matter to a wonder. 

21. 1 reiterated this purging doſe common- 
ly once in eight or ten days ; withgwhich In- 
tervals of time he continued the uſ@ereof for 
about four months. |; 

22. In the Intermediate days of purging, I 
cauſed the following things in order to be ex- 
hibited : Take our EleFtuarium ad Tabidos, 
Iwo oances : native (innabar, powder of male- 
peony-roots, and ſeeds of Miſletoe of the Oak, 


mans skull, of each two drams : mix, and 
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with ſyrup of Alkermes, or juyce of male Peo- 
ny flowers; make an Eleftuary : Dole every 
morning faſting, the quantity of a large Nur- 
meg, 

23. An hour before Dinner, I ordered for- 
ty or fifry drops of the Elixir Proprietaty, made 
with the CLercepileprick Spirit of Vitriol to be 
given in a little glaſs of Pope 4{drians Wine. 

24. Laſtly, at night going to bed, our a- 
giſtral Antepileptick porder was conitantly ta- 
ken in a ſpoonful or two of che ſyrup of the juyce 
of Male peony flowers. 

25. Moreover during this whole Cure; all 
the Sutures of the Skull, Forehead, Temples, 
Noſtrils, Yertebre of the Neck, Spina Dorſs, 
even to the Os Coccygre, were bathed twice a day 
with the Powers of Amber and Lavenaer alter- 
natively uſed firſt one, then another. 

-26. By the uſe of theſe Remedies, according 
tothe former Dire&iens; this our wretched -Pa- 
tient was reſtored perfeCtly to Health, and made 
fo abſolutely well, as if he had never been trou« 
bled with any Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding his Diq 
{eaſes were ſo complicated and rebellious. 


XIV. Arn Epileptick 2flifed with the Ob- 
ſtruttion of Urine, which preved Mortal, 


1, A young Man about twenty ſix years of 
Age, having been for eighteen month very muck 
afflifed with the Falling-fickneſs ; aſlaulted 
with its Paroxyſms almoſt every. day ; at length 
was taken with an ObtruRion of the Urine, 
whereby he could make no Water, 

2. Great endeavours had been uſed for the 
Cure of his fits, but nothing prevailed, and af= 
terwards when the ſtoppage of Urine came upon 
him, nothing was left unattempted in order to 
his delivery therefrom ; there were exhibited 
proper Inciders,Openers,SpecifickNephreticks, 
and ſuch things as might not only prepare and fir 
the Body for a Diurerick Evacuation, but they 
were alſo given with Olcaginous bodies, things 
naturally to be exhibited in a Nephrites, that as 
well as the paſſages might be opened, they may 
be made {ſmooth and {lippery. - 

3. Ten days paſſed over, whereio not ſo much 

as onedrop of Water was made; notwithſtand-

Ing the Catheter was made uſe of, ſo that now |

4. Upon the eleventh day after this ſtoppage 
of Urine, the Sick was taken with the laſt of his 
Epileprick fits, in which he dyed. 

5. *Tiswonderful to be obſerved, that afrer 
his Dzath, a flood of Water came out of his 
Mouth, near to the quantity of two gallons,clear 
| and alittle viſcous. 

- 6. Afﬀeerwardsthe Body was opened, and the 
| Fubſtance of the Brain or. the left Side was 
found reſolved into a kinJof Mucilage ; in the 
Cavities a great quantity of humor was found, 
not much unlike thick Milk , his Liver and 
' Spleen were ſound and firm; the Cyſtus of the 
Gall, not differing from thoſe in perfe& Health. 
- 7. But that which was moſt admirable to 
behold, was, that in the ſuperficies of the Lungs 
there was a great many Bladdetrs full of Water; 
ſome as large as Engliſh Currans, ſome as big as 
Hazle-nuts, and ſome bigger ; and one great 
Bladder,which probably might hold two or three 
pints or more (and not much unlike the Bladder 
of the Urine) which was found almoſt empty, 
with two or three ſpoonfuls of Water in it, the 
Reinal paſſages being. wholly ſtopt up with a 
matter reſembling a ſoft kind of Clay. 
8. This without doubt, was the true reaſon 
| that the Courſe of the Sermm was converted to 
the Lungs, where Nature form'd a Receptacle, 
much reſembling the Urinal Bladder, and out of 
which,withourt all doubt, Iſſued that vaſt quanti- 
-ty of Water ; preſently after the expiration of 
the Sick. ; 

9. And this I am more induced to believe, 
becauſe that daring the whole time of this ſtop-

4 I asked him,if ſhe had any forewarning of 
che coming of the Fit ? he rold me no, and that 
ſhe never had the leaſt apprehenſion thereof, 
till it was upon her, from whence I ccncluded 
this Diſeaſe to be dopatherick , or elſcncially 
in the Braim, | 

5. From her careful bringing up, I conclu- 
dead there could be no Cacochymick habit of 
Bady, but rather a ſimple diſ-aficRion of the 
Brain. 

6, He askt my opinion, if I thought, 
Purginz, Vomiting , or Bleeding might be 
good for her, to which I made anſwer, That as 
frota the Antecedent figns, I could perceive no 


fullneſs of humors; but rather that .ſhe was of 4

kind would be prejudicial to her, and dimin'h

:Obſeryation, makes me believe, that there is yet 
a greater excellency and vercue in Opiates, than 
the World. is awarof ; and I doubt not but. 
ſome experiments of this kind mjght more con- 
firm this Judgment. 


13. I remember Roger Dickſon, a Chyrur- 


gian in Thames-ſtreet told me, that he kad once 
a Paralytick Patient, to whom he gave upon 
occaſion a Doſe of an Opiate for reſts ſake, af- 
ter which, his Patient would never let him reſt, 
without ſome few doſes of ir by her ; which ſhe 
took for fix or eight months together, and ther& 
by became Cured of a Paiſy, which had afflited 
« her many years. 


XVII The Falling-fickneſs in a middle aged 
-FPoman, proceeding from Melancholy. 


1. A Gentlewoman about forty years of Age, 
having had for a longtime a great deal of dif- 
content upon her Spirit, was extreamly trou- 
bled with Melancholy ; and to that degree af-

one doſe : with theſe ſhe was well purg'd. 

4+ Twice a day ſhe took this following 


draught : Take of the whiteſt ſpaniſh Soap, half 
a dram : boyl it in (ows milk; and ler the 
Ecce Sick 
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Sick take a quarter of a pint of the ſtrain- 
ing. 

5. It is wonderfal that by taking of this 
Medicine, the fit ſhould be every day by de- 
grees ſo leſſened, that at the thirtieth day, 
ſhe was perfe&ly cured ; and ſo continued well.

Galen calls an Epilepſy, always a Convulfion, but 
improperly ; For it is not a true Convulfion,but 
a Convulfive Motion of the Body, wherein both 
all the external and internal Senſes are abo- 
liſhed. 

' 3s The Kinds, or Differences, Firſt, it is 
either 14opathetick or Symparhetich, if it be

5. In ſome perſons ir is cured without the 
belp of Phyſick, in whom, fiezing upon them 
young, it has continued ten, twelve or fourteen 
years, but at their arriving at puberty or ripe- 
neſs of age, or in Virgins at the coming down of 
their Terms, the Diſeaſe of its own accord has 
left the Patient.

23x ther : doſe as much as a hazle nut, drink- 
Ing a little glaſs of warm dier before menti- 
oned, or of mui'd Sack, after the ſame. 


ſo admirably cured and reſtored that none of 
them (exceprthe Woman) had a ſecond fir, af; 
ter we had began to attempt the Cure: and ſhe 
had but one tit aiter, which is a thing worthy 
the remarking : Alſo one I cured fimply by 
taking ſome few doſes of my Family Pills; 
'and bathing all the places affeQed with only 
the powers of eAmber, uſed as aforeſaid morn« 
[ing and night. 


II. Ccnvulſions cauſed in 4 little Boy from 


Worms. 


I. A Child of about ſeven years of Ape of. 
ten fel] into Conwnlſion fits 5 and no cauſe could 
be diſcerned whence they ſhould proceed: ſe. 
veral Phyſicians and DoQors were ſent for, yet 
ſo abſtruſe was the reaſon of thofe fits, that 
they could diſcover nothing from whence they 
could proceed : however they atfempted the 
Cure, and many things were given, but all in 
Vain ; although the meanes was continued for 
ſome months together. | 

2. At length I was deſired to give the Child 
a viſit, ( which was in the abſence of the Pac 
r0xiſmz) but to all appearance he ailed nothing, 
except when I came near him, I found his 
Breath to ſtink moſt egregiouſl; : I enquired 
of his Parents whether that ſymptom had been 
from bis Birth, or only came lately by Acci- 
dent: and they told me that they had not ob- 
ſerved it in their Child for aboye five or fir 
months, which made them alſo concern'd 
whence that ſhouid ariſe.

uncertain hours. : 

4. Upon this I conceived that all the for- 
mer DoGors and Phyſicians bad hitherto per- 
fe&ly miſtaken the Cauſe: I then told his Pa- 
rents, that I much feared that the Child was 
croubled with Worms, and therefore enquired 
again whether he had ever voidcd any or = . 

;e 
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they anſwered me, No, never any ſuch thing 
being obſerved to come from him. 

5. - However I was ſtrongly perſwaded that 
Worms were the chief cauſes lf chat Conyul- 
ſive diſpoſicion, and this I was the more perſwad- 
edto, becauſe.by his Friends relation, he would 
not only ſtartle much in his ſleep, but thoſe 
Ir gr" fits would alſo ſe'z him when be 
was faſt aſleep; which co me was no ſmall ar- 

ument of Worms. 

6. I provid:d therefore azainſt them : and 
in the firſt place, I ordered the Pareors to give 
the Child of my Family pills with Alves, for 
that I knew by manifold experience that no 


better Mcdicament could be given ia the World | 
to remoye that cauſe : they were given three ; 


litcle Pills at a time, and the ſecond doſe broughr 


ayay two large worms above ſeven inches long | 


by Vomit: and by Stool he had fax or eight ſuch 
other Worms ; beſides a great.number of little 
ſmall worms of abour an inch long. 

_ 7. I ordered the.uſe of theſe Pills to be con- 
tinaed fo long till the Child ceaſed toevacuate 
any Worms at all, which was not till he had 
taken the ninth doſe ; after that he avoided no 
more : the number of great Worms which he 
avoided was about ſeventeen, the number of the 
leſſer (they were ſo many) could never be told: 
he took the Pills however thirteen or four- 
teen times, for ſecurity ſake, but after the 
ninth doſe no more worms came away ; the 
doſes of the pills were repeated after every 
third or fourth day : they wrought very well,

ponder, Beroar ſtone, of each half a dram : * 
powers of Cloves a ſufficient quantity : mix all 
together and make an Eietaary : of this be took 
a ſcruple every night going to Bed. 

- Io. Several of the iike examples of Conval- 
foons proceeding from Worms, have fallen un- 
der my Cure, all which I cither cured ſimply 
with ſome few doſes of my Fawi!y Pills above 
named, or with the uſe of rhem and the Pow- 
ers of Amber aforeſaid, And now I am ſpeak- 
ing of their efſeQs in killing of Worms; I care 
nt much if 1 relate part of a Letter {cnt come 
by one fohn Monſe a Country Phyſician gow 
living at Wellingbrough in Northampton-ſhire, 
dated the 11, of fauuary, Anno 1672, his 
words are theſe. All the ExceBlent Vertyes of 
the Family Pills 1 am not able to declare : this 
1 can ſpeak upon my own Experience, that from 
4 fick Patient of mine troubled with Worms, 
they brought away a joy nted Worm, of about au 
hundred foot long, 


III. Convulfions iz a Woman troubled with 
Hyſterick fits : as alſo in a Iaigden whoſe (onr- 
ſes were ſtopt. p— 

1- A young Woman of about twenty fix 
years of Age, of a Melancholy habit of body, 
had been for more than two years troubled 
with Hyſterick fits : ſhe continuing without cure, 
che firs came to thar Extrernity that after a 
Convulfive manner they drew up all her Body 
into an heap, with an exceeding great Groaning, 
and almoſt intolerable pain, chiefly in the Bow- . 
ells and Meſentery. | 

2. I was atlatt cal'd to her, when ſhe-was 
in the extremity of one of her fits, at which 
time her ordure and urine came from her in- 
ſenfibly, and ſhe was in an extream cold ſwear, 
ſtriving within h=rſelf as if the pains of Death 
had been upon her ; how long the fir had been 
upon her, I cannot exactly teil ; Bur whilſt 1 
was con(idering what to do, ſhe came to her- 


ſelf again. 
3. H:.wever for the preventing of the Ike 


for the f1.ture, it was neceilary that ſome ſpee-

dy courſe ſhould be taken; and therefore in 
the firſt place, I cauſed all the convulſed parts 
parts to be extreamly well bathed with the pow- 
ers of Amber above mentioned, and this to be 
done Morning and Night, for at leaſt twelye or

fourteen days together : this ordered, : 

4 I cauſed this following Clyſter forthwith 
to be adminiſtred : Take 'Decoltum eAmarum, 
one pint : infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, Oyl 
of Camomil, choice Honey, of each two ounces : 
Powers of Amber, two drams: mix all for a 
Clyſter, to be given warm : Ir cleanſed the 
eAbdomen well, and brought away a great 

uantity of greeniſh flimy matter, by which 

e found her ſelf much eaſed. 

5. This done, I ordered her to take a doſe 
of five'or fix of my Family Pills with Ales, 
every fourth or fifth morning, for 7 or 8 weeks 
rogether: I ordered her to rake them for 10 
Jong time, for that I knew the Diſeaſe to be 
Chronick and ſtubborn, and that there was a 
great degeneration of the Nervous juyce by 
the ſuperabundancy of Vitious humors; of which 
unleſs the body was perfectly cleanſed no hope 
of Cure could be expeced to ſucceed, which I 
knew theſe Pills ( being taken for ſome time )

6. Then for the abating of che Hyſterick 
Diſtemper, I ordered the following compoſi- 
tion: Take powers of Amber, one ounce : pqw- 
ers of Guajacum, of Elks hoofs, of each two 
drams : Powers of Mans Skull, one dram mix 
them: of this ſhe took between twenty and thir- 
ty drops at a time, ina Glaſs of Rheniſh wine 
and ſugar, morning and night, ſo that after 
ſhe had begun to rake them, ſhe had never 
niore than thiee fits, and has remained per- 
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fe&ly free from them for more then ten years 
ſpace. 

l 7. But for fourteen days together, half an 
hour before Dinner, ſhe took this : Take ſale , 
Mans hull, Yalatile [alt of Harts- horn, fooak 
eight grains: Nutmegs, Cloves in ponder, of 
each ten grains: mix them: and by the on] 
taking of theſe things ſhe was reſtored to hex 
priſtia Health, 

8. Now of how great Vertues thefe F am. 
ly Pills are in reſtoring ſuch as have Hyſterick 
firs complicated with other Diſeaſes, I will re. 
late part of a Letter from one Richard Hiltoy 
of Midaleton in Somerfer-ſhire, dated the firſt 
of fFanuary Anno. 164?. his words are theſe, 
Sir, 1 cannot but give you an account what 4 
great cure your Family Pills have wrought upon 
my wife, who has been long afflifted with Hh- 
ſterick fits, as alſo with a Conſumption and the 
Senrvey, ſhe has tryed almoſt all things in vain, 
and was then ( when ſhe took your Pills ) given 
over by all Onr Phyficians as perfeftly uncuras 
ble, upon her firſt taking of them ſhe found more 
good than ſhe ever td any thing given ber 
before : and by her continuing to take them ac- 
cording to your direftions, ſhe is now become per- 
fettly well. 

9g. A Maiden Gentlewoman alſo troubled 
with Convalſion fits from an Hyſterick cauſe, I 
cured by the ſame method as the former, and 
ia about two months time reſtored her to per- 
fe health ; but ſhe having an obſtruRion of 
her Terms, I did over and above preſcribe the 
following Medicaments : Take Zedoary, round 
Bithwort root, Bay-berries, of each one ounce: 
Dittany of Crete, Saffron, Borax, of each ſix 
drams: Nigella ſeeds, Calamint, Savin dryed, 
of each four drams: red Myrrb, [allap, of 
each two drams : make all into a fine ponder ahd 
mix them : of this poutder ſhe took half a dram 
an hour before Dinner, and as much a little be- 
fore Supper, in any convenient liquor for feven 
or eight days before the time of their duc 
flowing, 


IV. Conyulfion fits in a Man fifty years of 
Age, ariſing from the ſtone in the Reims. 


I: This Man having been for about eighteen

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years paſt troubled excreamly wich the ſtone 


. inthe Reins, ran up and down from one Phy- 
| fician to another to ſeek for remedy, bur all in 


vain : at length bis Diſeaſe became fo Vehe- 
ment upoh him, that nature was no longer able 
to ſuſtain the burtheo, without ſeeming to fink 
under it; ſo that upon any occaſicnall Paro- 
ſm of the ſtone he fell into dreadful Convul- 
ſion fits, which could not be beheld without 
horror in the by-ſtanders, 

2. Upon this a certain frzend of the Sick re- 
queſted that I ſhould be ſent for : bur the man 
being exceeding Poor, and ſo not able to give 
a Phyſician his fee, ſome of his Relations de- 
clin'd ic, untill a Gentlewoman ( a meer ſtran- 

er-to the Sick, and to me yer unknown )) prof. 
fired upon her own Generoſity to give the re- 
ward: upon this I was ſent for, and viewing 
the Sick, ſaw his condition very ſtrange and 
deplorable : the Lady requeſted my opinion, 
gave me three peices of Gold or Guines, and 
bad me do the beſt for the Poor Creature I 


.could, and if things ſucceeded well fhe would 


further reward me. | 

- 3, Hereupon I attempted to do ſome thing, 
but found that ( whatſoever was neceſlary to be 
don, or whatſoever the rules of Art preſcribed,) 
I muſt be forc't to give my Patient an Opzate 
or elſe it would be podkble for him to con- 
tinue long, but that the ſtrength of his (onval- 
fons would infallably carry him oft, in ſpigbt 


/ . of whatſoever we ſhould be able to do, 


4 For this cauſe ſake I gave him a Las- 
danum extreamly well pgepared, and loaded 
with Volatile Salts, and compleated with Cam- 
phir and Oyl of Wormwood '( which Medica. 
ment you may have exactly made and prepa- 
red either by my ſelf, Or by ZohnHollier a Chy- 
miſt living in George Yard neer brooken wharf 


.in Thames-ſtreet London, of this Laudanum 


I gave him at firſt two grains, which gave him 
ſome eaſe, and which doſe he continued abcur 
a week, at the end of which I encreaſed rhe 
doſe half a graiv more: at fourteen days end 
I gave him three grairs. 

5. After this manner I continued the uſe of 
this Medicament for ſeveral weeks, ſtill aug- 
menting of it half a ya every week, where-

| by the miſerable poor Man had not only caſe 
for the preſent, but we perfe&ly maſtered the

8, I adviſed him to many things by which 
he confeſt he found much good, as firſt the 
Decoction or juyce of Camomil, which he uſed 
ſucceſsfully for a'prerty while : ſecondly, being 
weary of taking that, 1 adviſed him to take the 
Infuſion or fuxce of large Onions mixt with a 
ſufficient quantity of Whire or Rheniſh wine, 
and Oy1 of ſweet Almonds, by the uſe of which 
he confeſt be ſound a vaſt and fingular advan= 


rage : moreover,] ordered him to make Oniovs 
Leeks, Garlick, or Shelots, the only ſawce _ 
| a 
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ſo thar after the taking of ir, ceaſing from all 


all che food he eat. Thirdly, 1 adviſed him'to 
take the D-ſtiled water of Hydropiper or bit- 
ing.  Arſmart, by the uſe of waich he alſo 
confeſt he had much relief. Foxrthly, T cau-- 
Fed him (after the uſe of all choſe things) to 
take Erg-ſtels.calcincd ten or twelve days ina 
potters .Farnace ; abour a ſcruple or halt a 
dram at atime every Morning faſting, in any 
. convenient Vehicle, and to drink after the ſame 
a lictle Gill of ſpirit of Funiper. Fifthly I order: 
ed (afcer the taking of all rhe former things) 
Winter (herries in fine pouder, from a ſcruple 
to half a dram tobe infuſed 48 hours in White 
or Rheniſh wine, half a pint ; and then the pou- 
der and Wine to be drunk cff cogether in the 
Morning faſting, which he did for ſome weeks. 
Sixthly, The taking of choice Oyl of ſalt (as 
many dreps as he could yell bear) in a glaſs 
of Sack or other wine, which he took for ma- 
.ny months : all thefe-things were ufed 1a the 
Order recited, -together with Powers of funi- 
per-berries, ſomtimes in Perſicary water, ſom- 
times in white or Rheniſh wine, and ſomtimes 
in Sack, from the uſe of which the Sick had 
\not only manifeſt eaſe, with a perpetual flux 
of Gravel, but was alſo in his own opinion 
much better in reſpe& of the ſtone it (elf : yet 
Chis he found, if he abſtained long from ſome |

12, Another man-who had alſo been exceed 
ingly aftifted for many years with the ſtone, 
I perfeQly cured with this followitg Medica« 
ment.: Take Balſ.y of Perm, eight ounces : Li- 
quid ſtor ax, two onnces : Camphrr ( diſolved as 
aforeſaid) one onuce : Chochenel in fire ponder, 
half an ounce : mix them into a body accord- 
ing to eArt: doſe the quantity afore- mention- 
ed. Theſe are great Medicines ( though in 
chemfelves bur mean things ) and therefore not 
to be difregarded or deſpiſed. 


V. Convulfion firs in a young Lady ariſing 
from Pains of the ſtone, or Gravel in the Remi 
and Bladder. « 


I. This young Gentlewoman had been long 
tormented with the ſtone or Gravel in the Reins 
or Bladder, and for more than twenty weeks 
had lain in a very miſerable condition, ſo that 
at laſt her Diſcaſe encreaſing upon her a 
coming to Extremities, ſhe fell into Convul- 
fion fits, which followed her ſo excelively, that 
ſhe would have ſomtimes fourteen or ſixteen 
firs in the ſpace of twenty four hours time;

10. This very quantity cured the poor Man, | 


theſe in a few days rendred her condition both 
dangerous of deſperate, 


2, Her 
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\ Patient ſent for ; when I came, I began to ex- 


or contration of the parts gave demonſtration 


2, Her Pulſes which uſed to be equal, ſtrong, 
and rather quick than flow, became very irre- 
oular, faint or weak, and ſo low, as ſcarcely 
to be felt : her Stomach was wholly taken a- 
way ; a vehement Vomiting had ſeiz'd her, to- 


5. This as it agreed mcſt with reaſon and 
truth, ſo it was a very ſatisfaQory judgmenr 
to thoſe abour the ſick, and theretore the Pa- 
tient was forthwith committed ro my charge ; 
and I was requeſted to uſe the uttermoſt ot 


ther with faintneſs or. weakneſs, a trembling 
of the whole body, and extream cold ſweats :

an Hiſterick diſeaſe : another, that ſhe had an 
Ulcer in her ſpleen: another, that her Liver 
was almoſt waſted, and that ſhe had not fo 
much ot-it left as two of his little Fingers came 
to, and therefore muſt irrecoverably die: &c. 
infomuch that the proverb Q#or homnes tot 
Capita, quot mentes tot Sententie, was never 
moreexadly verified than in theſe kind of men; 
every one of them of a different judgment, and |

| 4 Among the number of the reſt 1 was at 
laſt thought of, and at the requeſt of the ſick 


amine the ſymptoms, and found preſent a great | 
ſtoppage of Urine, with a vehement pain and 
ſcalding thereof, and what water came from her, 
came by drops, by reaſon of which, and the 
extreamity of the Dolor, the fick fell into Con- 
vulfion fits, which laſted upon her for a quar- 
ter of an hour or more; which fit going off,

Skill to reſtore her: her condition was truly

Cravs claws, red Coral, Oriental pearls, al 
levigated, of each half a aram.: Elks huff, 
Mans skull philoſophically calcined, of each half 
an ounce : mix them, doſe half a dram : moin- 
ing and night, Theſe things did her good as to 
ber Stomach, anÞtook away the pain and Vo-- 
mitirg, but'the Rigor coming by fits re. 
mained. 

3. For her Conyulfions, and allo to take a 
way theRigor ; I order'd the Poteſtates Conval- 
fove to be taken 3o or 4o drops at a time in 
Sack three or four times a day, or oftner. The 
ſaic Poteſtates are thus made :Take the powers of 
Roſemary, of Lavenaer, of each one dram:

_ 77. Finding all that I had don ineffeRual, I 
was at firſt at a ſtand what to do : but conſi- 
dring that it was an univerſal cold diſafeRi- 
on of the Nerves which ſo extreamly. affligted 
her, and that it was cauſed from a ſtupendioud 
Hipochondriack Melancholy, joyned with taking 
ſome external Cold; I plainly ſaw, that though 


them we ſhould not ſoon enough reach the con- 
joyned cauſe, fo as to diffolye it, before poſſt- 
bly ic might overturn or deſtroy the Patient, 
For this cauſe ſake I forbid her the taking of 


to drink Powers of Cloves, or ſome drops of 
the Poxeſtates Nervoſe or Convalſue ; and 
withall ordered her to take either alone or in 
Sack, three four or fix times a day ſpirit of 
Saffron, which laſt thing ſhe found to do her 
molt good in reſpe& to her Hipochonariack at-

8. But ſeeing we wanted the thing which was 
molt eſſential ia order to this Cure, by reaſon 
of the extremity of the Patient, the next morn- 
Ing early, T haſtned home, and ſent down about 
threefcore and ten ounces of the Powers of 
eAmber, ordering the Head, or Temples and 
Forehead with the Noſtrills, as alſo the Sto- 
mach, ſides, hypochonders, ſþina dorſ, Thighs, 
Legs, Feets, and Arms, to be twice a day well 
bathed wich the ſame, till ſuch time as they 


was uſed, (lt is a neat Medicine: for it neither 
greaſes as Oy], nor continues wet, as water, 
but momentarily drinks into the fleſh, ſo that 
it could not be nauſeous to the moſt queaſy 
Stomach : By the time that the whole quan- 
tity was ſpent, the Patient (thanks be to God 
for ſo greaf®a mercy ) became perfe&ly well, 
to the great f(atisfaftion of her afflited Rela- 
tions. 

9. It is wonderful how ſuddenly and how 
admirably the External uſe of the powers of 
eAmber, did not only diſſolve that extream Rr 
gor, but alſo perfe&ly remove the Convalſroe.. 
fits, performing outwardly what no aQtual ex. 
ternal heat could do; for hereby momentarily 
the whole nervous ſyſtewe was throwly heated, 
and the cauſe of the Convnlſion diflolyed, which 
by a Cart load of Internal medicaments could 
never have been ſo exquiſitely, and ſo ſudden- 
ly performed ; moreover the Nerves them- 
ſelves were mightily corroborated and ſtreng- 
then'd, 

Io, But during all the time that this was a 
doing outwardly, inward Medicines were not 
wanting to be uſed; for I ſent down alſo with 
the ſaid powers of Amber, the ſpirit of Saffron 
( which ſhe much deſired, and confeſt the found 
much good in) the powers of (loves, and the 
Poteſtates Convulſive and Nervoſe, which I 
ordered her to take, either as her Stomach 
liked, or alternatim, in Sack, as aforemen- 
tioned : theſe things ſhe failed not to per- 
form ; and in one months time became perteas- 
ly well, beyond mine, or her Friends expeQa- 
tions; 

11. But whereas ſhe was troubled with an 
extream watching ; ſo that for ſome times ſhe 
could not fleep for two or three Cas and nights 
together, I ordered her now and then to take 
( in the evening ) twenty fave, thirty, or forty

Extrafh of Thebain Opium, two grains : Oyl 
of Vitriol, ten drops : 
aſe : this ſhe ſwallowed, and drank after it a 
little Glaſs of Rheniſh wine and ſugar ; This 
was again repeated at night, and given twice a 
day for four days ; by which the ſick had won- 


derful eaſe ; and the (onvw!ſion firs much abat- 


ed: moreover her Terms, which had been 
obitruRed for more than fourteen mouths were 
provoked, and came down very well. 

4. A little reſpite from the Paroxy/m be- 
ing obtained, I gently purged her with my Fa- 


 mily Pills, the which ſhe took once a week for 


fixor eight weeks together, by the uſe of which, 
ſhe confeſt her Body to be exceeding well clean. 
ſed; and they-procured to her aiſoan exceed-

T. This Child through the intollerable grip. 
ing of the Bowels fell into (onv#{ſon fits, the 
which were ſo yvehement upon 1t ; that upon 
every Paroxyſm, they feared the Child would 
never come out of them: inthe abſence of theſe 
fits, it would almoſt continually cry, in 
much that 1 concluded, it muſt be wind, or a 
ſharp humor, or both, that affli&ed it, and 
was the cauſe of its crying, and alſo of the Cox 
vnlſron fits. 

2. Upon this, I ordered the powers of Ca- 
raways, ſix or eight drops to be given tothe 
Child in Sack ; and morning and evening, five 
or 1ix drops of my Gatte wite to be given in 
wine alſo :. theſe things gave the Child imme. 
diate eaſe : alſo, outwardly T cauſed all the Bel- 
ly of the Child, as alſo the Stomach thereof to 
be anointed with Ozl of Mace by exprellion ;

2. This Diſeaſe continuing, the Convnlſon 
by degrees ſeized upon other parts, andin like 
manner afflited his Hands and Arms, fo that 
he could ſcarcely ſtir bimſelf : and upon al- 
moſt the leaſt motion, or turning himſelf, one 
part or another would be crampt or ſhrunk 
up, with a horrible Pain or tortor of the part : 
upon the ſuddenopening of his Mouth, it would 
ſize bim under his Chin, ſo that he trembled 
to think of yawning ; and indeed upon any ſud- 
den: motion, or the feeling of the leaft cold

:. How many ways Convalſions may be cau- 
Fed is not my place hear to lay down : yet by 
reaſon of this preſeat obſervation, We ſhall 
a little ſearch inco ſome of the principal cauſes, 
that thereby we may make our diſcourſe ſom- 
thing the more intelligible to the Apprehenfion 
of the induſtrious Student, The more fre- 


quent cauſe of Conwslſions is thought to be an 
irricacion of the Brain, pouring {orth the Spi- 
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rits into the Netves : ſuch a one by which ts 


 expulfive faculty tired up, riſing to caſt off 


what is troubleſome to it, doth together drive 
fofth the Spirits ; as Nature every where fee}. 
ing Pain and trouble, is wont to thruſt Spirits 
thither, and together with them Blood al. 
ſo, ſomtimes ſo powerfully, that there follots 
an Inflamation of that part which receiyes 
them. 

2. But this irritation, or trouble of the Braig, 
is thought by ſome Phylicians to happen rather 
by conſent or compaſſion with ſome patts, thi 
from its proper afte& ; becauſe we ſee (onuyl: 
foons happen rather from an afie& and diſcake 
of another part, far diftant ſomtimes frotn the 
Brain, than of the Brain it ſelf; as from z 
Nerve prickt, a Tendon hurt, or ſome viotett 
Medicine taken inwardly, 

3- Whereas, if it did happen from fottie 
grievious diſeaſe of the Brain (as indeedit 
muſt needs be a grievious Diſeaſe, which tut 
induce fo vehement a ſymptom ) the atti- 
dents of {onvnlſions would not ſo ſoon retiit: 
as alſo in other harts of this principal part, 
we fee there ſucceeds long continued and laſts 
ing ſymptoms, as you ſee in an »Apoplexy. 
Now thoſe affe&s which happen to the Nerves, 
which cauſe Convslſions, as a Punfute, The 
flamation, &c, if they were in the Brain, 
would not cauſe them, but an eApoplexy and 
| Phrenſie : although the Brain thus affeQed by 
conſent alfo, if the cauſe offending be great, 
and follows continually, not only irritating-the 
Brain it ſelf; but alſo by its Vehemency and

of thetn, which are of moſt exquiſite ſence : the 
which being {o hart, that the functions of the 
Brain are aboliſhed by ſympathy, and thoſe of 
the Maſcies augmented, it muft needs be, that 
Camonlfcons follow, which how it may come to 
paſs we will now itnmediacely explicare, 

6. The offence of the Geym Nervoſum, not 
car which weakens its fun&ions, but that which 
by bringinz trouble to it, doth rather tir up 
its faculty, if it be cauſed either in one place 
tr tnore, a Nerve or nervous part is affected : 
atidifthe hurt be great ; then rhe whole Genys 
Nervofum ( or Nervous ſyſtem, ) riſing up, 
whilſt it endeavors to ſhake off that with which 
tis offended, doth together exagitate the Brain, 
from whence it proceeds, and draws it into.con- 
fnt.; ſothar, that alſo feeling theſe diſturban- 
ces of the Nerves, whilſt ir endeavors to help 
thetn, to refift and overcome the diſaffeRion, 
eriving the Animal ſpirits from it ſelf, into the 
beginning of the Nerves, it is for a ſeaſon left 
deſtitute of irs funRions: but no otherwiſe, 
than've ſonitimes obſerve in a ſ3ncope, that the 
Heatt without any proper affe& of its own, 
the Spirits wandering for ſome other cauſe, 
doth ceaſe from irs funRion, ill they rerurn 
again, 
| 7. In which effuſion of the Spirits jr.to the 
Nerves, it happens that the motive power does 
continue in thera, not only as was declared for- 
merly, but alſo by reaſon of the plenty of Spi. 
rits of the Nerwes, the Yzfſcles are excited to 


eercite their motion ; but chiefly that Violear | 
Toi 1b. 
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| and inordinate motion, in the beginning of Epi- 
leptical firs is aRed for this cauſe,that whilſt che 
Genus MNervoſum does indeavour to expel this 
hurt or diſafte&ion, it is contraQed into it ſelf, 
and then again dilated, forcing the MYxſcles. 
of the whole Body, into whoſe beginnings the 
Nerves are inſerted, by conſecution to commit 
thoſe inordinate and outragious moticns,by pul: 
ling or drawing, and then remitting them ; and, 
that {o long till the offending matter is remoy. 
ed or expelled from them ; or by rcaſon of de- 
jection of ſtrength, and as it were wearineſs, 
when they can no longer exerciſe Motion, yec 
notwithſtanding they retain their Limbs convul- 
ſed or attraQed, itiff and fixc for a while, till, 
at laſt they come wholly to themſelves. 

8. Thisoften happens in a Catalepſss, pre- 
{ently ar the beginning, no agitation of the Body 
going before; perhaps becauſe in that Diſcafe, 
there is not ſogreat an effuſion of Spirits intothe 
Nerves, when as in that ſomtimes fome ſenſes. 
do yet remain, and there is a leſs iritation of the 
Nerves,whence as it may be accounted (as '?/a- 
terws faith ) a certain lighter kind of Epilepſie, 
yet very ſeldom happening, otherwiſe proceed-: 
ing from the ſame cauſe, which breeds an Epi- 
lepſie, but which doth either leſs affe the Ge- 
nus Nervoſum by irritation, or elſe has that:

9. But that theſe cauſes of hurt to the Ge- 
ras Nervoſam, from whence an Ep:l:pſy often;

verſe and frequent, it is no wender ; for that 
the Nerves by reaſon of their exquiſite ferce, 
are not only unable to endure great hurts or: 
Pains, but alſo are fo eafily oftended by the 
ſlighteſt, that they cannot ſuffer the rouch of a; 
body (for which reaſon, whiilt they are carried 
in the Body, nature hath proviced for them,,

10 That a Convulſion may be cauſed by a 
Wound made in a Nerve or Nervous part, 
"Gaily experience has confirmed ; yet not from 


.every Wound of a Nerve, but only, or for the *

.upon which Convalſons are wont to follow ; its 
fan&ion being thereby ſtirred up, by reaſon of 
the hurt: for which reaſon alſo, if we cut cit a 
Nerve Convulſed, we cure the Convnlſion cauſ- 
£d in it: but this moleſtation of the Nerve, 
proceeding from the ſolution of its continuity, 
is yet more increaſed by an [nflamation or Pu- 
rrefaftion, from the Corruption reſtrained in 
.the narrow hole of the Purftare of the ſaid 
Nerve, and by the great Pain from thence 
which for the moſt part does attend this affecti- 
on if the Wound happen from Iron, which of its 
own nature is an enemy to the Nerves, com- 
.monly by reaſon of its ruſt, or becauſe ir is 
infe&ed, or a blow or bite of a poyſonous 
Beaſt, 

11. But alſo a Nervous part being wound 
ed, eſpecially in that place where the Nerves 
goe under it, and conſtitute the greater part of 
it; as the Bladder being hurt at the Neck ; the 
HAvſ-les about their beginnings,eirher by chance, 
or whilſt the (yrurgian and Lithotomiſt at- 
tempt an aperture of the place, moſt common- 
ly dangerous {onvalſions ſucceed, which a 
difficulty of ſwallowing going before (ſo much 
feared by the Chyrargian, calling it a Spaſm 
- the Scomach ) is wont moſt an end to tore- 
tell, 

12. An irritation of the Genus Nervoſum, it it 
be vehement, may alſo cauſe(onvslſions ; which 
proceeds either from ſome great Caxſe, which 
becauſe it torments the Nerves with grievious 
Pain, maketh Convalſions by accident; or the 
which ſtimulating the Nerves by it ſelf, by a 
manifeſt Quality, and cauſing Pain, or none, 
together with ir, doth convell them :; which 


cauſe proceeds either from Afeaicines, or in- 
ternal hamors, as Blood, Choller, Flegm, mo- 
Jeſting the Nerves by their proper ſubſtance, 
or by a Vapour only. 

13. But Convalms are cauſed chicfly, by 
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reaſon of Pain, either, by reaſon of the greqe. 
neſs, and long contiunance of the Torment, agg 
Cholicks, from whence often ariſes (onvnulſion;, 
or if they vex and moleſt Bodies endued with 
moſt exquire ſence, and which by reaſon, 
their tenderneſs do uneaſily and difficultly ec. 
dure ſuch Pains: on which acount alſo Infants 
not only in divers kinds of ſickneſs, but whey 
they begin 70 breed Tecth, being exaſperated 
with Pain, are oftentimes taken with Conoy. 
fions : and alſo immoderate Tickling made in 
the like tender Bodies, becauſe that alſo ging 
frouble and a ſad ſenſe, experierce dothteſt 
hath cauſed Convaiſions in many : and by ths 
Artifice a certain Man murthered five or fi 
Wives one after another, and being dead Pre- 
tended they died in Conwalſions, which ws 
true; the Convalſion being excited by an immo- 
derate Tickling, which the Devil prompted hin 
to, for the love of Money ſake, he getting a 
new portion with every wife : at length it was 
diſcovered, and the man was banged, for the 
exerciſing of his Art. And :it is confeſt by all, 
that even a light Tickling, cauſed by Worms, 
creeping up and down the Guts, and Stomach, 
and ſucking them with their Months, doth move 
in Infants not only horrors, and ſcratcing 
of the Noſe, but alſo light Epileptical Cu- 
vulſtons, 

I4 Medicines taken, which ſtimulate the 
Expulſive faculty of the Stomach and Guts; 
if they excite thoſe parts too much, as they et- 
cite a Convwlſive motion, which is by Hiccough- 


ing ; ſo, if they be very ſharp, biting, and burm- 
ing, asthoſe things put up into the Noſe, the) 
excite ſneezing. And ſo a purging faculty, 
eſpecially joyned to them, by which they ſolicite 
Nature at once, very much, both by Vomit and 
ſtool produce Convslſons ; ſuch as happers by 
Hellebor, Euphorbium, Aron- roots, flowers 
of Antimony and other like things; and thoſe 
deadly too, if by too much inſinuating of them 
ſelves into the parts they ceaſe not to exagitate 
chem : but not yer deadly, if when they firſt be- 


gin to ſolicite Nature, being repulſed by ber, 
chey be caſt forth upwards and downwards, as 
have obſerved from the uſe of Vitrum Anti- 
morij, and Afarabacca, ſome fceling oply f-1e-

' 15. Corrupt and putrifying Blood, if it be 
carried into the Genus Nervoſum, or Nervous

acrid humor, diſtilling alfo from the Brain in- 
to the Noſe, is wont to go before and Preſage ; 
whence ſome think, the cuſtome of praying 
[ God ſave you | after ſneezing, took its firſt 


ſyſtem, by its diſafteQion may cauſe Convul- 
fons ; as it ſomtimes happens from a blow of 
the Head, penetrating the Skull,yet not dividing 


riſe ; for that 1t had been obſerved that ſneez.- 
ing was ſomtimes a fore-runner of an Eplepſy, 
or Convalſion, 


the ſubſtance of the Brain, ( whence rather an 


eApiplexy would follow ) bur only wounding 


the Membrains of the Brain, with a Malign 
quality, by conſent of which, and alſo that ſink- 
ing,and poſleſling the beginning of the Nerves, 
produced from the Baſes of the Braio, it breeds 
Convnifions, which follow Wonuas of the Head : 
which ſort of Convnlfions alſo in eApoſtems, 
are ſomerimes wont to follow a Frenzie which 
yent before. 

- 16, (holey of all the humors is commonly 
the principal, as well the Tofow as the Green 
and the Black, which by its Acrimony is wont 
to ftimulate and irritate the Nerves aud Ner- 
-voſe parts ; the which alſo by its thinneſs, ic the 
more eaſily enters: Which. in C/olick Pairs, 
does cauſe thoſe Convsulſrons ; not only becauſe 
it breeds thoſe excruciating pains; bur: alſo, 
becauſe, infinuating it ſelf into the $romach and 
Gmts, it doth too much provoke them with a 
kind of Cauſtick vertue or force, which Con. 
vulſions laſt as long as this acid humor ceafes 
not £0 irritate ; ſo that there is no need to fan- 
cy any other reaſon, thar it is far-ferche co the 
Nerves, if it ought to cauſe Covnlſions : Alſo 
if a Cov#lfon proceeds from Anger, they think 
it may happen, by reaſon of the boyling and 
effuſion of Choler z although that rather pro- 
ceeds from too great a motion of the mind ſtir. 
ing up the Spirits. 

17. From thin, ſalt and acrid Flegm, alſo, 
falling down from the Brain, into the ſpaces 
through which the Nerves are carried, and 
pulling of them, an Epilepſie or Convulſions 
may be excited. As in a Palſy ſomtimes moiſt- 
ning the Nerves, it ficſt cauſeth Reſolutions ; 
afterwards by its Arimony,- which it eicher had 
before, or by putrefaRion has newly acquired, 
provoking the Nerves, it ſomcimes excites thoſe 


18. Filthy and acrid Vapours, allo if ſome 
maljgnity be joyned, being raiſed inthe body, 
and eſpecially plucking ard twitching the be- 
zining of the Nerves; or eiſe where, provok- 
ing and irricating eſpecially the greater, do be- 
get Convulſions, which they ſay, are cauſed by 
conſent, or Compaſſion ( as we may better 
ſpeak in Our DialeR ) ſuch as are from Viti- 
ous, corrupt, and Putrid meats, bumors, Ex- 
crements, Worms, colleQed in the Stomach, 
Guts, Womb , Veins, in divers diſeaſes and 
diſaffeRions of thoſe parts, or of the whole Bo- 
dy, asthoſe raiſed from Feaveys, all which do 
produce .Conweulſions, and which are uſual ro 
tollow thoſe diſcaſes. 

I9, But ſuch things which excite Conval- 
frons from a Malign and Poyſonows Quality, 
are various: which according to the Divers na- 
rure of Poyſons, and as they are cither inimi- 
call only to the Genus Nervoſum, they do in- 
fe& thac only, or the Brain alſo with it, and 
ſo produce Convalfions ; where, the Brain being 
hurt or diſafe&ted withall, other accidents do 
continue in the organ of the Senſes after the 
({onvulſive fit is over, eſpecially in an eMlic- 


nation of mind and depraved motion. Among 
theſe Poyſcnous cauſes, that ſomerimes offers 
it ſelf, which by irs propriety, and private hurt 
brings forth the ſymptom of a Catalepſy, rather 
than of a true Convrlſion, Yet becauſe it is 
a Diſeaſe very ſeldom happening, ic evidently 
demonſtrates, that ſeldom ſuch a Vencnate 
Quality is raiſed or breed in us, which may 
prcduce or excite ſuch an affect in our B.:dies:

But the nature of the Yenenate cauſe, 
as alſo of other Poyſons, we can no otherwiſe 
know, than as by diſle&ions made, ſomtimes 
a ſpeck, or lircle {pot is diſcovered ; ſomtimes 
fome black or frothy bumor, in ſome inward 
art of the skull, or bone, or membrane, or 
rain it ſelf : and ſomtimes nothing at all can 
be diſcerned: Bur then that it is of a poyſon- 
ons quality, we gather from this, for thar there 
is no manifeſt cauſe, of any great moment, yet 
nevertheleſs ſuch horrid ſymptoms are pro- 
daced, which although they kill not the fick, 
will yeeld to n5 remedies. 

22. This Venenate cauſe, alſo lying in the 
Bowels, may produce the like long continued 
and rebellious Epilepfees or Convalſions ; as Poy- 
fons taken into. the Stomach and Guts, which 
have fomrtimes the properly of begerting an Epr- 
lepſy or Conwn'ſions ; Or meat changed into the 
nature of Pcyſon : Or E xcrements alluming a 
Venenate auality contained in thoſe places, as 
alſo in the Womb, or other parts. Of all 
which that theſe are the cauſes,and do lie in the 
Veins, is known and judged, from the affces 
concuring with them ; Or from others offering 


P:ſtilential diſcales, as ſuch as are Epidemical 
and Contagious, where the Malignancy doth be 
fiege the H2art, and more eſpecially the Geng 
N erveſums, do after a more particular manner 
excite deadly Convwnlfions, ſuch as are wont ty 
happen in Feavers; ſo much not by reaſon of 
che great hurt of the Nerves from extream 
heat, as from the venenate quality cf the hy- 
mor aſlaulting the Animal ſpirits both in the 
Blood aid Nerves. 
ſuch Peſtilentia), Epidemical or Contagious dj. 
{eaſe, the humors heaped up inthe Veins, ſhould 
be changed into a Poyſonous property, inimical 
to the Brain and Nerves, then Epileptical Con 
vulſions would rather be induced, than the 
others, more eſpecially if the Afelancholy by- 
mor ſhould meet wich ſuch a transformation, 
which ſomrimes brings along with it a deep by- 
pechondriacal MeJancholly, fooiiſh: efs, frenzy, 
or Macneſs; and from this cauſe does proceed 
a long continued and incurable Epilepſic : 

24. Moreover as a Venenate cauſe raifed 
from the ſame, may cauſe ſome ſhort Madnep. 
( being produced from matter colleded in the 
Meſeraick veins whether. Lacal or other, ) to 
that may alſo preduce rather Epzleptick Con- 
vuiſions than Hjpochondriacal Melancholy , 
whence alfo ſome think that a Catalepſie is cat-

ſently fell into Conwvelſions firs. Upon which 
three or four other Chyrurgians were preſeng. 
ly called : ſome were for cutting the Nerye 
aſunder, others were for laying it bare and 
making application. 

2, Obje&ions were raiſed againſt both ways; 
by the firlt je was obje&ed, The ufe of the mem 
ber would be loſt for ever ; by the ſecond, Thar 
the Patient would be put ro a greafGeal more 
of exquiſite Pain whereby the Convniſion might 
be encreaſed, and the-ſick put in-maniteſt dage 
er. 

3. While all theſe great men'were incog- 
ſultation what to do ; a Cbyrurgians boy 
there alſo preſent, ( a bold youth ) clapttothe 
bleeding wound a peice of Spunge dipt in Of 
of Tarpentine, and ſo bound ic up, withall give 
ing the Man a little 49a Afirabils, out of 
a bottle which he had in his pocket, then cay- 
ſed ſome ſervants there preſent to lay; bim 
dawn upon a bed: by this means the Coyunl- 
fron was retrieved, and the- wound and pun- | 
Cture of the Nerve, healed and conſolidated, 
ſo that there was no need of a fecond applicati: 
on, or uſe of any other Medicament, See what 
great things are ſomtimes done ſuddenly and 
unexpected,and that by ſmall and trifling reme- 
dies.

1. A Man about fourty five years of age, 
being invited to Supper, drunk liberally and 
plentifully ; inſomucb, that by his large eating 
and drinking he plainly ſurfeired himſelf; at- 
ter Supper was over, he began to be very ſick, 
and deſired to vomit, but could not : his fick- 
neſs grew extream upon him, ſo that, forth- 
with he was forced to be conveyed home ; where 
he was got to bed; but he had not been in ir 
long before his ſickneſs came to that extremi. 
ty, that life was diſpaired of ; the Man all this 
while not Vomiting, and his ſickneſs ſtill in- 
creaſing, violent  Feaver ſeized upon him, 
with putrefaRtion of the humors, and abour 
midnight by reaſon of the yvehemency of his 
Reknel and -Feaver, he was taken with (0z- 
2ulfon fits. 

2, Upon this a DoQor was ſent for, who 
preſcribed, to the ſick a rich Cordiall, which 
was made and given him, but without any ef- 
fet, the Man's ſickneſs till increafing upon 
him, and upon extremities of diſafteCions at 
heart, violent Conwslſions ; after this manner 
he lay till morning, taking at times the Do- 
Rors Cordial, and ſuffering at fits thoſe Con- 
v#lfons ; he had eight Paroxyſms before ten a 
clock the next day.

repeated morning and evening, for three or 
four days together, by. which he found very 
much Good, 

5. But by reaſon the Surfeit was ſo great 
as to cauſe goyvnlſions, and by reaſon I feared 
his Stomach was very foul, and not yet ſuf- 
ficiently cleanſed wich the firſt Vomir, I cau- 
ſed the ſame to be repeated the very next day: 
and that indeed, went not without its defired 
eftects : for it brought up a much greater quan=-

the Sick into Convs!ſrons ; which fits were often 
repeared, fix or ſeyen times, in the ſpace of four 
or five hours. 0 

2. He conſulted Phyſicians, to whonnhe only 
complained of a pain at hisSromach,which they 
not conceiving to be ulcerated, gave him hot 
and bicing things, and ſuch'as were proper Sto- 
maticks in a cold Cauſe; from whence in ſtead 
of receiving of Benefit, the pain was extream- 
ly exaſperated, and the Convslfrve firs ſtrength- 
ned, fo that he began to diſpair of ever mect- 
ing with a Cure. 

3- Among thenumber of the reſt, a certain 
Woman Emperick, gave him Tin&ara of Car- 
damoms, and pgraing of Paradice, aravn as ſhe 
ſaid with Cinnamon water ; but ſuch was the 
eveut thereof, that ſuch vehement Conwn'ſions 
were excited, thar at length the Patient ſeemed

Heart, or matter offending the Stomach in 
quantity ( for that ſome former Phyſicians had 
given him ſeveral Vomits for the cleanfing 
thereof: ) but rather an ulceration of the Ners 
vous tunicle of the Ventricle ; the which opi- 
nion I was the more confirmed in, when I un- 
derſtood, that the beginning of his Diſeaſe was 
from often and too liberal eating of ſower Li- 
mons without Sugar, which poſlibly might cauſe 
a Convulſion of the parts, 

6, Upon this I gave him alt of Vitriol, a 
ſcruple at a time, difſolyed in fair water, and 
I gave it him Morning and Evening: I choſe 
ſuch a quantity as might not make him Vomit, 
but by Praying in the Stomach, might ſtrength- 
en and heal the ſame: moreover becauſe I ap- 
prehended it to proceed from an acid, I 
thought good to abſorb the ſaid acid humor 
with ſome kind of Alkaly; for which pur- 
poſe, I cauſed him to take ( about ten in the 
mornisg, and at four in the afternoon) a dram' 
of the following pouder : Take Terra þyilata, 
an onnce and half : fine Bole, two draws : 
Pearl prepared, red Coral prepared, of each 
a daram : mix and make all into a very fine pour

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XXIV. Convulſions accompanied with a 
burning Feauer, 


1, I conceive theſe Convalſons were exci- 
ted through a kind of Malignity, not from the 
force of the Feaver, for as much as they are 
ſtired up rather from the effe&s of cold than 
of heat: and of this kind are thoſe (onvslfions 
which proceed from Poyſon,the biting of Ser- 
pents or other venomons Creatures, Wounds 
made with poyſoned weapons, and ſuch like. 

2. The Patieat that laboured under this af- 
fi&ion was a young Woman, of about twenty 
years of age : The Feaver was not only accom- 
panied with extream heat, but alſo Malignity, 
as the Symptoms did demcnſtrate, ſhe teing in 
many parts very full of purple ſpots : what- 
ever the Feayer, or its appendent ſymptoms 
might preſage, without doubt the Convnulſfions 
were evidence of danger enough, for that they 
gave a ſignification of the hurt of the Animal 
ſpirits, without which, in this Caſe the Ge. 
w Nervoſum could not well ſuffer. 

3. From the manifeſtation of theſe cauſes, 
it behoved us to be ſpeedy in the exhibition of 
proper and fit Medicaments, ſuch as mighr 
powerfully refiſt the Poyſon and Malignity of 
the Diſeaſe, as well as repreſs the exorbitancy 
of the Feaver : for this purpoſe, I preſcribed 
this : Take Eleftuarinm ad Tabidos, a dram : 
ſalt of Vipers, ſeven grains : mix them : and 
giveit 454 Bolw, 

4 About aquarter of an hour after, I cau- 
ſed theVick to take a little Treacle-water, 
with which was mixt half an ounce of the 49a 
Bezoartica Langij: theſe things promoted a 
powerful Sweat, for almoſt eight hours. In 
the time of ſweating the Sick was very thirſty, 
for the quenching of which, I preſcribed this 
following Juleb : Take Wood -ſorrel-water, 
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| good effc ; for the great burning heat was 
abated, and therewith the malignity : how- 
ever, to ſecure the Sick againſt any more Pa- 
roxy{ms of the (onvalſion, I the next day cau- 
ſed the ſame doſe of the EleQuary, and Vo« 
latile ſalt of Vipers to be again exhibited, which 
produced a ſecond Ephidrezich flood, exceed- 
ing the former, but much more pleaſant and 
eaſy: and in this I permitted the Sick to take 
now and then the juyce of a Sivile Orange, for 
her refreſhment, 

6. The Sweating continued between three 
and four hours, at which time, I cauſed the 
Nurſe to lay the Cloths thinner, and by de- 
grees to cool her, which was happily a 
ed in lefs than an hours time : after which, to 
comfort and reſtore her, I cauſed her ofren to 
take of this following mixture : Take jayce of 
Alkermes, two ounces : ſyrup of Wood- Sorrel, 
an ounce and half : ſyrup of Limons, an ounce : 
{pirit of Saffron, Cinnamon water, of each four 
ounces : mix them together : of which let the 
Sick take every two hours a ſpoonful. 

7. Theſe things thus given had ſo bappy an 
efte& as to take away the malignicy of the Fea- 
ver, ſoas that no more Convulſions followed ; 
and in leſs than two days time after, the ſpots 
alſo wholly vaniſh'd,and by continuing the latter 
Cordial, ſhe was in four or five days time be- 
come pretty well, ſo as that ſhe could fit up, eat 
drink, and be pleaſant with her Friends ; nor 
afterwards did ſhe relapſe : As to her Diet du- 
ring this time, it was partly Gruel, partly 
Mautton-broth, Chicken broth, Mace- Ale, all 
boyled with Wood-ſorrel and Borrage-leaves ; 
but ſhe eat no kind of fleſh ; till after che ſe-

dix : But afterwards when the ſpirits inhabiting 
thoſe places, being often exploſed, by ſympa- 
thy, had fo looſened and weakned the Pores 
of the containing parts, that there lay open a 
paſſage within the ſame for all Heterogeneous 
particles to enter, with the Neryous juice, 
the convulſive Procatarxis or more remote 
cauſe, alſoincreaſed in the Head. - 

13. And the ſpirits inhabiting the Encepha- 
lon, being infe&ed with an Heterogenons ('v« 
pala, they themſelves begun the convulſive fir, 
or at leaſt afforded the fiſt inſtin@ to its aſ- 
lauit, which did return for the moſt part at 
ſuch fer hours after eating, becauſe the mor- 
vifick matter was carried in, together wirh the 
nervous juice, almoſt in an equal dimenſion, 

14. In truth, in ſuch caſes, where the 
Convulſi:n being general doth poll-ſs almoſt 
all the parts of the whole Nervous ſ ſtem ſuc- 
ceflive y, ve may ſuſpeR, that the animal ſpi- 
rits, had cortraGed an Heter ogenoms and ex- 
pulfive C-pula, in the whole vervous ſtock, 
which when it is riſen, at the fer time, to a 
| fullneſs, incites the ſpirits themſelves ar tte 
| appoiutcd time in like manner to exj1-fiuns, 
and the ſame exploſion being begun ſ{.me 
where, is propagated in order to all after the 
manner cf a fiery enkindiing. 

i5. As to that emply Cough, which ſuc- 
' ceeding the fomertation of the Head, cxreiied 
| this fick perfon almtt inc flanily for many 
| montls, it ſeems thar this ſymprom ſhou.d de- 


| pend alt .gether from the nexvors gin bing 
; diitempered,ard zct atoll onthe fifliny : the 
Hiabah L:n;s, 


tlie Cough. 

16, And, ifat any time that force of Cough- 
ing was violently reſtrained, preſently ſhe was 
troubled with the ſence of choaking in her 
Throat : ſo chat it is very likely, the morbifick 
matter laid up near the nervous origine, being 
rarifyed and ſtirred by the fomentarion, encred 
more deeply into the heads of the Nerves, ap- 

ainted for the Lungs, and ſtirred up in their 
b_ and filaments, perpetual Convalſions, at- 
ter the ike manner as when the neryous juice, 
which waters the fibres and tendons of the Muſ- 
cles, being made ſharp and degenerate, indu- 
ces to thoſe parts continual leapings and con- 
tractions. | 

17, Hence when a Convulfion or ſpaſm was 
ſtopped, in ſome branches of the diftemper'd 
Nerves,ſo as ſhe could not Cough, prefently the 
convulfive motion runing into other branches 
of the ſame neighbouring Nerve, ſtirred up 
that choaking inthe Throat: I will here pro- 

ofe ancther example of a Convslſion, _—_ 
_ the extremitys of the Nerves being af- 
feted. Willis, de morbis convulſivis, cap. 6, 
Obſery. 1. 


'LVI: e4 Convulſion :n an ancient Gentle- 
Woman. 


1. A noble matron, of fifry years of age, 
aſter her Courſes for about halt a year had 
left her, ſhe begin to complain of a pricking 
pain in her left pap, then afterwards that di- 
ſemper leaving her, ſhe was.ill about the Ven- 
tricle, for there aroſe a hard and fchirrous tu- 
mor with a fad pain, 

2. Upon this came an inflation of the Sto- 
mach with difficulty of Reſpiration, a nau- 
ſeouſneſs and frequent vomiting. then the Di. 
feale encreaſing, with a more fharp pain run- 
ing about hereand there ſhe fell into conyulfive 
giitempers of the Ventricle. 

3. In that place ſhe was almoſt continually af- 
ficted with (onvalſiors variouſly runing ab-ut, 
zaſt as if her Venrricle had been torn in peices, 
beſides a conſtant perturbation of mind with 
ehirlt and watchinzs, and frequent deliquium 


at fpirits, and as if Gre had been juſt dying ; 


i 
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Lungs, for ſhe did not avoid any thing with | 


Ls, 


all which ſymptoms fhe plajnly perceived to 
ariſe from that tumor in her Ventricle. 

4. They faw thatall yomitory, cathartical, 
antiſcorbutical and Hyſterical Medicines did 
her no good, but were rather hurtful andrroy- 
bleſom : ſhe received ſome bencfit by letting 
Blood by Lecehes, and by the uſe of Aſes-milk: 
And by che long drinking of Spaw-waters ſhe 
was much eaſed. 

5. The aforeſaid ſymptoms, which com» 
monly are aſcribed to the Hylterical paſſion, 
and the vapours from the Womb, here plainly 
appear, to have proceeded from a tumor, atj- 
fing about the bottom of the Ventricle, 

6 For that the Blood of this Gentlewoman, 
being very hot and Melancholick, when it could 
be no more purged by her Courſes flowing from 
her, it laid up irs recxements, and aduſt fecu- 
lencies, at firſt in her Breft, and then from x 
new vepling in the membranes of her Stomach, 
from the tumor there made, ſharp and hetero- 
geneous particles falling down perpetually, en- 
tred the fibres and Nerves, planted round a- 
bout, which cleaving continually to the fpirin, 
dwelling in and flowing into thoſe parts, excits 
ed them to frequent exploſions, and ſo made 
corvulſive diſtempers, in all the neigbouring 
parts, 

7- But the convulfiye motions ſomtimes were 
more light in that place, hence it appears that 
the whole nervous ſtock and the Head it ſelf 
(as is wont to be in greaterConvn!ſions) had nat 
as yet been touched, with the ſame diſtemper, 
but the diforder of the ſpirics ariſing about 
the parts affe&ed, and from thence tranferr'd 
by a ſmaller undulation or waving to the 
Head, and fo only lightly diiturbing the ſpi- 
rits, iababiring it, induced watchings, with a 
great heat, and perturbation of the phantaſy. 

8, What we have hitherto diſcourſed of Con- 
wal(zons, from the morbifick ſerling upcn either 
end of the nervous ſyſtem, will more clearly 
appear, when we ſhall hereafter treat partt- 
cularly of theſe chief kinds of (onvslfions.; ViQy 
the ſterical , Wypochondriacal and orher 
pailions. 


9. In the mean time, there will be no need 


ro add a Curator y mcthod for this Whpeokeſs 
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of Conv#ulſions, ariling by reaſon of the ex- 
tremities of the Nerves being afle&ed, becauſe 
the ways of curing may be better accomoda- 
ted, to the paſſions of this kind, hereafter parti- 
cularly to be ſpoken of, 

10, But for the preſent it behoves us to 
proceed to the unfolding of the convulfive pal. 
fions; whoſe cauſe or morbiſick matter ſeems 
to ſabliſt within the nervous untoldings, 

11, Wee have largely enough in another 
lace diſcourſed of the. nervous foldings, and 
ia their deſcription and uſe, we have ſhown tt at 
it is very likely the more grievous fits of con- 
vulſive motions, begining ofcentimes within 
theſe parts, are from thence propagated on eve- 
ry fide, into the neighbouring parts, and not 
ſeldom to a great diſtance. 

12, At leatt that irſeems much more pro- 
bable, that the Heterogenons and Exploſive 
particles, after that they have overcome the 
nat of the Head and irs medullary appendix, 
and being more deeply flidden into the chanels 
of the Nerves, and their paſſages, together 
yith the juice watering them, do ſpread their 
ſores within the nervous foldings, as it were in 
ercile-ftreets, and Þy-paths, and there ſom- 
times make their ſtatiors, until at length, be- 
ing more plentifully heaped, they as it were 
with colleGed forces, produce the more cruel 
convulſive Diſtempers, 

13. This I ſay, appears to be much more 
probable,than whar is commonly ſaid to ſuppoſe 
them vapours, ariſing from the Wcrnb, Spleen 
Ventricle, or any other inward pazt, on which 
all the fault is eafily thrown, 

14. For within theſe foldings, there are ſpa- 
ces iarge enough for morbifick mines, that the 
matter may be there art leiſure laid up and 
remain, till it be gathered toa full: eſs. 

1F. Barrhen becauſe we believe, that great 
plenry of ſpirirs lodge there more than in any | 


| parts lying over them, are ſuddenly lifted up 
iato a tumor, and being looſe are drawn vio- 
lently hicher and thither, | 

16, That after this manner the more cruel 
fies of Convalſions about the Precordia and 
Viſcera are often ſtirred up, I have found to 
be true, beſides the arguments taken from rea- 
ſon, not long fince by my own ſight, 

17. For, when I oppened the dead Body of a 
Gentlewoman, who had been exceedingly trou- 
bled with ( as they ſay ) fits of the Mother, os 
H)ſterical diſtempers, I four:d the Womb who- 
ly faultleſs, but the Nerves near the foldings 
of the Menſentery, as it ſeem'd, only to be 
lifted up, and elevated to a bulk, and th: mem- 
brans of that appeared torn and looſened one 
from another, as being on every tide tumid and 
looſe, as it were blownup into little bubbles, or 
bladders. Willis, de morbis convalſivis, cap. 6, 
Obſerv, 2; 
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3. There are more conſiderations of folid 
reaſons, whereby we are induced to believe, 
that the paſſions called Hyſterica! do moſt of- 
ten ariſe, from the convulſive matter, heaped 
up within the Meſenterick enfoldings, and by 
turns exploſed:; which ſhall be more clearly 
manifeſted where we eſpecially trear of thuſe 
Diſcaſes. 
2. Bur neither is it leſs probable, that the 
Collick, pains do very often proceed from a 
more ſharpand irritative matter, contained in 
the ſame enfoldings, 
3. Bcſides as the convulſive fits ſeem to be- 
gin from the Spleen, or Ventricle, by reaſon 
the begin'ng: of waich are Inflatiors, and very 
great diſturvances of thoſe parts, fo it is likely 
that the neſt of the convulfive matter, was hid 
within the nervous enfoldings, belonging to the 
Spiecn or Ventricle. 

4. Alſorhis kind of matrer, ſeems to excite 


other lirtle Cells, rhe Hererogenous Copu'a 
growing to them laies as it were tivder for 
more xrievous exploſious. fo that the Cirirs | 
bei. p exploſed within theſe Bodies, do not 04- ; 
ly inflate and diate them, tut elevate ard lift 
them up. from their place, even as an houſe 
bluwn up with Gun-pouder, whercfore. the | 
Koo, 


wiri:ia the Cr dar foldings, moſt heavy trem-» 
blin.s, ano p (fi.ns of the Heart ; and within 
the Pue:monurs ar Cervical enfoidings, theſe 
tel... ging to the Lungs cnd Throat, mult ter- 
ri>lc firs of the 4ſtkma. 

5. Ia cus Treatiſe of the Neryes, we have 
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related a notable caſe, of a worthy Gentiewo- 
man, in whom a ſerous mzitter wonted to di | 
ſtil from the forepart of her Head thorough 
ber left Noſtril, falling d-wa behind her Ear ; 
where when the moſt cruel pain did infeſt her, 
Co:uniſiuns allo and admi:able contractions 
followed, whereby the Jointing or com at: 
on, no of the Brain aud the whols Head, 
- Teem'd to be pulled downward; now the Throar, 
Pr 4coraia and viſcera upwards, 

6, Whi-h kind of Convalſions, vexing the 
parts ſo oppoſite, and ar fuch diſtarce, by 
rurns, when they did procced from one ai d the 
ſame ſear of the Diſeaſe, planted inthe m:ddeſt, 
it will be obvious to cznccive, That the pgrieved 
place, as the orizen of either convulfive af- 
tection, was the Ganglioform enfoldings, plan 
red near the Parotide, or the two chief arteries 
of the Throat: into which the Netves both of 
the wandring pair deſcending from the Head, 
are entred, and out of which the ſhoots do 
ſtretch themſelves, into the Muſcles of the 
Throat, and Branching- into the Precora'a, 
and Vicera. 

7. Further, from the ſame cauſe, to wit, the 
convuiſive matter, heaped and by turrs ex- 
ploſed within the Ganglioform enfoldngs, we 
thi:k, and not undeſerved:y that ſenſe of choak- 
ivg in the Throar, ſo often excited in the con- 
vulfive fics, did proceed, 

8. Buc chere will be a more fit place ro ſpeak 
of this, when we ſhall particularly handle 
the convulſive diſeaſe, and ſymptoms: we ſhail 
now «<ndeavour to fcarch into what remains of 
the laſt kind of Conwalfions, of which we made 
mention above, to w:t, which relies on the ner- 
vous liquor being infe&ed, through irs whole 
maſs, with Heterogenious and Exploſive par- 
ticies: and for that reaſ.n irritatirg the whole 
procefles of the Nerves, and the nervous bo- 
dys, into vaiverſal Spaſms or (ouvnlſions ; 
and thoſe cither continual or intermtting, 
Willis, de morvis Convuiſivis. cap, 6. Ob-

'$ it;her Coat had failen into tae water; and 
wen all tings pre# wore, the beganto be tor. 
mented wich covvullive motions, firſt 1n her 
Limbs, by and by iu ver Face, and thenjn her 
whoie Bocy:; 

3- The Paroxyſms coming by often turrs, 
twice or tirice in an hour, did moſt prieyouſly 
crouble hr, ſo that this lictie wretc): within the 
ſpace of iwenty four hours, after the convul. 
five diitempers began to grow more grieyoug, 
er Animal ſpirits being almoſt q-.ite ſpent, 
the diec. | 

4. Whilſt the ccnyulfive firs tormented her, 
her Pulſe was very much diſordered and often 
inter mitting, alſo a fiequent yumiting moleſts 
ed her, 

5. Being ſent for to viſit this Maid, alſo too 
late, a iircle befure her Death ; when I could 
contribute nothing to the prolonging of Life, 1 
endeavoured wiat I could, to find cut from 
her death the knowledg of the aforetaid Di- 
ſcaſe. 

6. Therefore having procured leave to dif- 


ſymptoms chiefly urging in this Feaver, more 
clearly appeared, 

7. Opening therefore firſt the lower Belly, 
I found all the Bowels in it ſound enough, and 
well furniſhe : che. Ventcicle alrhough rryed 
with empty vomiting, contained nuthing Þ&- 
ſides the liquour lately taken. in at the M-uth: 
For netther in it, nor in its Appencix were 
W »rms or (ha-p humors found, which are wont 
oft:nrimes to give Cauſe to theſe kind of Con?

ir eaſily happened that one part of the Iateſtine 
of the 7/ion being carried upwards, might run 
into the hollowneſs of the other, being ſnatched 
downward, 
10, The Thorax being. opened, the Fleſh 
of the Lungs appeared very red, and as it were 


it were livid and almoſt black, out of the ſame 
wherever it was cut there flowed a thin and 
frothy Matter. 

11. Certainly this ſhewed,that the feaveriſh 
Matter , or the ſerous Impurities of the boyling 
Blood, being ſoon impated in the Lungs, do 
fo ſtuff up their Pores and Paſlages, that the 
Blocd it ſelf being in irs wonted and free Cir- 
culation there Ragnated, and being extravaſated 
did excite a certain Inflamation. 

12, We found no lefs clear Track of this ſo 
deadly Diſeaſe in the head : For the Shell of 
the Skull being removed, preſently the Veſſels 
creeping through the A:ninge, were ſeen to 
ſell very much with Blood, as if almoſt the 
whole maſs of Blood were gathered together 
inthe head, 

13. For the Veins 'being cut or broken, a- 
bout the inwards of the lower and middle Bel- 
ly, little Blood flowed forth : Befides thoſe 
Membranes which cloath the Cerebe!, and be- 
ing higher ſpread, divide it from the Brain, | 
being ſprinkled in very many places with extra- 
vaſared Biood, were noted to be of a black- 
=_- Colour ; that it was not to be doubted, 

ut the Phleg»fis or Inflamaticn round about 
excited was the cauſe of ſo cruel infeſting (on- 
vnlfrons, 

14, Theſe Coverings being taken away, the 
Subſtance of the Brain was ſeen to be alroge- 
ther moiſt and wateriſh above meafure with a 
watery humour : yea, its Rind or Bark being 
taken off, all the Ventricles were full cf a lim- 
T: m1, 


clear Liquor, there was judged to be more 
than balf a pint. | 

15. From theſe Appeararces, the Patholo- 
£y of the aforeſaid Feaver is colle&ed eafily: 
co wit, in this Sickneſs as alſo in many others, 
the Blood feaveriſhly growing hot, preſently 
depoſes its Recrements, both into the Lungs 
and intothe Brain : 

16. Wherefore a ſerous (ollavies, or wate- 
ry Heap, did preſently overflow thc Conſti- 
eution of either ; then becauſe the Blood being 
hindred, both here and there, from its due 
Circulation, it began to grow into a very great 
Heap, about the Confines of the affeRed Parts, 
and at length co ſtagnate, and to cauſe as it were 
a Phlegoſis or Inflamation, 

17. Hence by reaſon of the Seram being 
plentifully heaped up in the Lungs, and baked by 
the Heat, (the croubleſum Cough , with the 
thick and diſcoloured Spittle for the moſt part} 
came in this Diſeaſe, and by reaſon of the like 
AﬀeGion, excited withia the Head the Yerti- 
£0, Swimming, StupefaQion and other cepha- 
lick Paſſions, conſtantly ſeized on the fick. 

18. Which kind of Diſtempers in this little 
Maid, and in her Brother, by reaſon of the 
infirm Conſtitution of the Brain, before in ei- 
ther of them, being made more grievious ter- 
minated in an Apoplexy, 

19. I mighreaſily here propoſe many other 
Hiſtories of perſons of this Feaver at that time ; 
but from theſe now recited, the type of the 
aforeſaid Diſeaſe, may be ſufficiently known. 

20, But, becauſe the ſame Feaver happens 
almoſt every year on ſome prediſpoſed ; and 
perhaps, by reaſon of an evil Conſtituticn of 
the year, may hereafter at ſcme time become 
Epidemical, it will be worth the while to repre- 
ſent ſome Method abour its Cure. 

21. Concerning which, firſt of all rake no- 
rice, That in this Feaver no Critical days were 
to be obſerved, as in the vulgar continual Fea- 
vers : For the Blood as ſoon as it began to grow 
hor, poured cut a part of the morbiftick matter 
(as yet cruce and not overccine, frcm its Eme 
braces) to the Head or Breaſt, 

22, Wherefore, it were vain to cx7ett that 

I itil the 
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ticles to be heapedrogether in ics maſs-to a full- 
neſs,that from theyce a flowring or putting forth 
ariſing, at the F& Intervals of time, it might 
thruſt the ſame ſubtilties out-of doors, 

23. Yea, rather this growing hot glowsnot 
with a great and open-burning; but like a 
Fire covered over with Chips, ſends: forth a 
moiſt ſmoak or breath, rather than-a Flame: 
Bat ſo that from thence, by reaſon of the ner- 
yousjuyce,- being deprayed ſoon in its diſpoſ1- 
tion, and not rarely,becauſe of the Lungs being 
ſtuffed with the conſumptive matter, the con- 
valſive or phthifical or confumptive Symptoms 
did moleit chiefly in the whole Courſe of the 
Diſeaſe. 

24, It bchooves us to deſign the curative In- 
tentions, accord:ng tothe various times of the 
Diſeaſe, and the diverſicies of the Symptoms, 
chiefly urging. 

25. About the beginning of this Feaver, the 
taking away of Blood, ſeemed convenient al- 
moſt to all: this kind of Remedy, I often expe- 
rienced with ſucceſs, in lictle Children ; for 
that by-the means, as it were another breathing 
place is opened to the maſs of Blood, filently 
and covertly growing hot, and obtruding its 
ſoot and ſmoak on the morenoble parts; and 
for that reaſon its impure efflareſcencies or put- 
tings forth, are drawn away from the Brain and 
Lungs: PE 

26: - Therefore; although this Feaver of an 
ill condition, may be accounted as it were ma- 
lignant ; yet for as much; as the Blood is not 
preſently. apt to be -coagulared,: but to be too 
much powred forth, and to reſtore its ſercfities 
on the nobler parts, to wit, the Brain and Lungs; 
therefore Phlebotomy, if it be adminiſtred in 
the beginning of the Diſeaſe,is. convenient almoſt 
to all. 

27, For the ſame Reaſon, Cathartick Medi- 
cines, and chiefly Vomitory, are admitiſtred at 
the very beginning of the Diſeaſe; for theſe do 
not- only evacuate the Y:ſcera. of . Crudities, 
and fo draw away the chief fomenting ob the 
Diſcale, and as it were its original, but beſides, 
they draw forth the ſerofities fromthe Blood, 
and. fo effect irs clearing, rather -in-the Sto- 
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tl}: Blood ſhould ſuffer the Heterogenous Par | 


mach and Intcftines, than in the Head ang 
Lungs. | 

28, Fautther by Emeticks, for that the recci; 
ving Glandules of the Lymphadut, are pulled 
with a great ſhaking, the ſuperfluities of the 
| nervous juyce, leaſt they ſhould evilly affe& the 
Brain, and its dependencies, are expreſſed forth 
into the lower Bowels : alſo for this end, the 
Belly is to be kept continually looſe, by the uſe 
of Clyfters. | 

£9. But inthe mean time, whilſt the Blood 
being infe&ed with the taint of this Diſeaſe, 
threatens the Brain or Pracordis with the evi], 
it will not be ſafe to attempt any thing Diapho- 
reticks, or ſweating Medicines, or Diureticks 
or ſuch as evacuate by Urine, or with Cathar: 
ticks, vomiting or purging Medicines. . | 

30. For theſe kind of Medicines, for as 
.much, as they greatly -pour out the Blood and 
compel its Serofities into more open Ifhing 
forth,all the Recrements being apt to fall away 
from the maſs of the Blood; are eaſily obtru- 
ded on the Brain or Lungs, when they are of a 
more feeble Conſticution. 

31. So ina perſon (in another place ments 
oned,) loſs of ſpeech came upon the raiſing of 
an untimely Sweat : alſo I have known that 
Sudorificks, . no other than Chalybeats, in the 
morbid diſpofition of the Lungs, have brought 
ona waſting or Conſumption, 

32. Phlebotomy therefore, and if need be 
Vomiting and Pargipg, either one, or other, or 
both, being ta be made uſe of at the very begin- 
ing of the Diſeaſe, the other intention ſhall be 
to draw away the morbifick Serofities of the 
Blood, apt to flow forth on the Head or Breſt, 
and to derive them gently by other ways of 
evacuation, and to put them forth out: of 
doors, 

33. To this end, Yefcatories or Bliſterirg 
Plaiſters, ougkt to be applyed to the nape of the 
Neck, or Parot4e, or fugnlar Arteries, or to 
the Arm-pits,or to the Groin, or about thie 
Thighs, or Calves of the Leggs, ſometimes in 
this part, ſometimes in -thar, ro wit, Thar the 
lictle Ulcers, beifiz here an3 there excited, and 
continually runnipg,” raight plentifully pour 
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forth the Seram, imbued with the morbid and 
heterogeneous Particles. 

34. But Remedies gently carrying the Se- 
rum into Reins and urinary Paſſages, are moſt 
often adminiſtred with ſucceſs : For this buſi- 
neſs, diuretical Apozems and Juleps, are tobe 
ordained after the following forms : 

35. Take of the roots of Scorzonera, Cher- 
vile-graf, and of Eringoes candied, of each ſix 
draws : one cApple cut : of the leaves of Bur- 
net, Meadow-ſmeat, of each one handful : of 
Raiſons of the ſun, one ounce and half : of

7. When the convulſive motions tormented 
her ſtongly in her outward Members, ſhe was 
free a lictle while from that noiſe in the Throar, 
and this ſpace of intermiiſion ſhe called her time 
of eaſe. 

9, Tho” in the mean time, ker Head and 
Members were carried violently here and there 
with convalſive motions, 

9. If at any time ſhe lay on her left (ide, 
preſently a contraQion of her right Hypochon- 
drinm inwards, with a ſobbing and naife, vex- 
ed her, ; 

10. Within a few day, her ſtrength being 
very much loſt by the aſliduity of the paſſions, 
ſhe contracted ſo great an imbecility in her 
loins and joints oſher Legs, that ſhe could not 
tean, nor ſtand on her Feet : her Somach, _ 
diſtempered either with weakneſs, or the C-#- 
vnlſion, return'd back, whatever was put into it, 
by vomit. : 

IT. In this caſe as in the former it evident- 
ly appears that the animal ſpirits, not only 
choſe implanted in this or that part or region, 
had contracted an Heterogeneous Copula to be 
ſhaken off by ſome turns, but alſo the ſpirits 
influencing ſome Nerves, being imbued with 
exploſive particles, had brought in the per- 
petual and wandering convulſive motions, 

I2. And when ac firſt it hapened, that the 
Spirits ſo afflicted , did aſſault not only all the

Aﬀter a fortnight, Ly the preſcription 
of a certain country-Woman ; ſhe took in a 
draught of Beer, fix ſpoonfulls of blood, raken 
from the Ear of an Aſs, by which ſhe ſeem'd 
on a.ſudden tobe cured: For forthwith all the 
convulſive motions did leave her, and ſhe re- 
mained free frcm them.twenty four hours. 

20, But yet the Diſcaſe returning the next 
day, with its wonted force would not give 
place, neither to that remedy, nor indeed ea- 
fily to any other, ſhe therefore for the future 
took Medicines methodically preſcribed : 

2X, Once within fick days ſhe was gently 
purged, beſides ſhe took the powder compoſed 
of Bezoar, Pearls and Coral, with the roots 
and ſeeds of Peony, alſo-an EieQuary, pre- 
ſaribed by Horſtirz for thiſe kind of. admira- | 
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ble Conv#'ſions ; alſo Juleps, and decoRiong, 
proper in conyullive diltempers. 

22. Clyſters were often uſed, frictions, oine- 
ments, and veſicatories were adminiſtred with 
ſucceſs ; within another week , the ſobbin 
affeRtion wholly ceaſed, and likewiſe the othex 
conyulſive motions being grown more gentle, 
by degrees, very.much remitted. 

23. Growing well of theſe Diſtempers, ; 
Catarrh falling down in her Throat, ſhe was 
ſo much troubled, that ſhe almoſt continually 
ſpit forth a ſharp,and as it were a corroſive ſpit, 
tle, as if ſhe had had a Salivation by the take- 
ing of Mercury, which kind of rememedy in, 
deed hath been found to have been. the [aft

24. But I wholly abſtained from admini- 
ſtring it, becauſe both the (ick and ber Friends, 
would not give meleaye.

25; Aﬀeer this plentiful and troubleſom 
ſpitting had continued for many cays, the Di- 
{eaſe ſeem'd almoſt to be wholly cured, ſo that 
this noble Gentlewoman, being free of her con- 
vulfive motions, went abroad, ard was well both 
in ſtrength and Stomack, | 

26. Only ſhe complained that oftimes-in a 
day ſhe was ſuddenly afflicted about a minute 
of an hour, with a ſhivering of her whole Bo- 
dy, which kind of Diſtemper coming upon her 
ſomtimes in the Night, broke her ſl:ep. 

27. Within the. ſpace of a month, this ſym- 
ptom alſo, and likewiſe her Catarrh wholly 
ceaſed : But from thence, ſhe was ſomtimes at- 
fliged with an extream ſoreneſs in her Ventt+- 
cle, and the paſlage of the Oeſophags, an ſom- 
times alſo in her Mouth and Pallate, that it 
was deared leaſt the inward skin being fretted, 
thoſe parts ſhould contraQ an ulcerous diſpor 
fiction, 

28. Beſides ſhe was tormented ofren in- her 
ſleep. ſomtimes alſo being awaked. with the 
night Mare or [ncabus: For this I preſcribed, 
Spring and Fall, a gentle purge to be admir 
niſtred, with the uſe of Antiſcorbatick reme- 
dies, and ſomtimes Chalibiates, or Medicines 
of prepared Steel, which kind of methcd ſhe 
obſerved ſo much to her benefir, that ſhe was 


in health for many years, ard is as yet well, 
29 « Amcng. 
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29, Among the many remedies, which were 
taken againſt that ſourneſs, and as it were 
ulcerous diſpoſition of the Pallar and Oeſopha- 
gu, 1 preſcribed that ſhe ſhould drink every 
morhing, ber own Urine freſh made. 

30. This whilſt it was very faltiſh, was wont 
to give her great eaſe; but at ſomtimes, her 
Urine owed from her thin and plenrifully, 
which being nothing ſalr, but like to four Vi- 
negar, from the drinking of that ſhe received 
little or no benefit. 

31, The reaſon of the caſe but now deſcrib- 
ed, ſeems not much unlike the former, unleſs 
that in this ſick Gentleman, the —_— par- 
ticles had entred intro more paſſages of the 
Nerves, to wit, beſides the Appendices of the ſpi- 
nal marrow into thoſe dedicated for the office 
of breathing,and alſoby fits, into thoſe deſigned 
for the motion of the Tongue, and almoſt perpe- 
tually rormented the Spirits abounding in them, 
vith rage or fury. ; 

32. But thar the cure of this Diſeaſe hap. 
pened by the falling down of the ſharp humor 
mothe emundores of the Mouth and Throar, 
we may from thence gather, that the materi- 
al-cauſe of this, was the heterogeneous parti- 
cles, and as it were nitrous begotten. in the 
blood; which, when from thence being paſted 
through from the Brain, they were carried

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64. For this end the Spirits and Salts of 
Harts-horn, blood, ſoot, and the flowers and 
ſpirics of fal Armoniack are taken, | 

65, Theſe helping nothing, you muſt come; 
to Chalybiats or Steel-medicines : the tinures 
and ſolutions of Coral and Antimony ate giv- 
en: which kind of Medicines are exhibited in 
ſuch a doſe and form, and fo often, that ſome 
alteration may be made by them on the whole 
Body or neryous juice. 

66. Moreover, if ſucceſs ſhall fail in ſuch 
like, you muſt then proceed to Atexipharma- 
ticks which help againſt Poifuns, and the ma- 
lignancy impreſſed on the humors. 

67. To wit, to inſtitute from theſe DecoRi- 
ons and diſtilled waters of Vegetables, powders, 
Conſferves, and other preparations; an: to 
compound variouſly ſome with the others, and 
to adminiſter them diverily. 

68. It is not improbable that thoſe kind of 
Medicines which are wont to be helpful to ſuch 
as are bitten by a Viper or mad-dop, or that

firſt Blood-letting : But thisas it diminiſhes the 
Tom.l. 
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Spirits and oblicerates the ſtrength and vigor 
of the Body, ſo ought it to be cautiouſly ar- 
tempred , for in this Diſeaſe we ought rather 
to contrive how to augment the ratural forces 
of the Body and conſerve the ſpiritual parts than 
to diminiſh them, which this operation cer- 
tainly doth; whereupon death, in ſome, im= 
mediately followeth, as I have two or three 
times obſerved from unadviſed bleeding in this 
Diſeaſe, the Patient dying in little more than . 
half an hour after ; the cauſe of which doubtleſs 
was the defe& and diminution of Spirits. Rive- 
r:4(one much for bleeding) ſaith, That t5s only 
to be don, if the Patient be ſtrong, and that it is 
better to take away too little Blood than too much, 
for that Blood oppoſes the principal cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe which i Flegw. If this be true, in what 
Meanders of folly do Phyficians wander, who 
attempt the cure by this kind of method, viz. 
by taking away that matter which oppoſes the 
Diſeaſe ? but theſe Vanities are ſopgroſs and ab- 
ſurd, that they are not worth diſputing abour, 
and fo deſerve no Anſwer.

2. He thought in his Sleep that he was choak- 
ed and oppreſſed with ſome great weight; in 
fo much that he could ſcarcely breath or 
ſpeak ; his Senſes being alſo ſtupifyed; when 
he offered to ſtir or move, he felt great Hea- 
vineſs and Anxiety, . 

3. Rembertus Dodonem, in his Obſervations 
tells us of one who was ſo grievoully attlicted 
with this Malady , that when at Night he 
thought to reſt and ſleep, he became inſtantly 
as one mad; ſhouting out, throwing his Arms 
and Hands every where about him,ſomtimes he 
raiſed himſelf, then he leaped and ran about 
the Houſe ; till the By-ſtanders hindred ; when 
he was got into bed, then he came to himſelf. 

4. He was purged with proper Medicines 
and let blood, but theſe availed not much, till 
a Cautery was made in his Neck for an lilue ; 
which being for ſome time kept oper, the pec- 
cant humor came forth,and he grew better,and 
at length he recovered his former Health.

2. Requelting my Help, I adviſed him to 
the drinking of Yjper-mine, and the raking of 
Liperine Medicaments : he took the ine eve- 
Ty Morning faſting for two or three Months to- 
gether; and the Elelinarium ad Tabidos, the 
quantity of a Nutmeg, an hour before Dinner,

XX, Of the ſigns of a Tremor or Freny- 

bling. 

1. A Tremor ſuperficially confidred is evi- 
dent tothe fight, as whether it be great or fmall, 
and whether it affl &s the part or the whole ; 
as alſo whether it proceeds from: any other af- 
fe, as-a Palſy, Convuiſion, Palpitation, Ri- 
gor ; or be joayned with a convulſive motion. 

2, This vitious Tremblzng is foratimes ace 
companied with cold and mciſture of the part 
and fomtimes with a continual and dry heat : 


| and ſomcimes the parts afllied hare a notable 
Erength; 


ſtrength ; and ſomtimes they are extreamly 
Weak, ſo that the. Sick has not pewer toguid a 
Cup to their Mouth. 2 y . 

3. Moreover, the Diſeaſe is known to be 
Tdeopathetich, or Eſſential in the Brain, if no 
violent external cauſe went before, to. over- 
ſtrain'or hurr the extream parts. - In all ſuch 
caſes, the Diſcaſe is Symparhetical, and the 
Brain only ſuffers by conſent or compaſiiin, 


XXI. Of the canſes of a Tremor or Trem- 
| bling. 


1. Authors have given many cauſes of Tre- 


. 2nor or Trembling, wich cauſes require other 
cauſes to explain them ; as, That it 15 cauſed by 
reaſon of the weakneſs of the motive faculty, 
or nereſt Inſtruments thereof, to wit, the 


Animal Spirit, which is not able to exerciſe a, 
voluntary motion perfe&ly. The Spirits are 


made weak either by a fault in themſelves, or 
by a defe& in the Nerves, which are the Con- 
dit-pipes of the Animal Spirits, and by which 
.they are.conveyed and do at, The fault is in 
the Spirits, when eirher they are but. few at the 
firſt ; Or,: when they are afrerwards diſlipat- 
ed, They are few at the-firſt, either by rea- 
ſon of the cold diſtemper of the Brain, as in old 
men ; Or, for the want of Vital Spirits, which 
are the matter of which the Animal are made, 
'The Spirits are diflipated from many externai 
cauſes as immoderate Evacuations, much uſe 
of yenery and unſeaſonable, great Pain, much 
faſting, Grief, and long violent Diſeaſes. 
They are hurt by a defe& in the Nerves; and 
are weakned when either the Nerves are too 
cald, or are infeted with a malign quality, 
Or obſtrucion, Or compreſſed. They grow 
too cold either from cold Air, Or the eating of 
cold-Mcats, Or much drinking of Water, Or 
ſwiming often in'cold water, and the like. They 
are infected by the uſe of Opium, Henbane, 
Poppy, and the fumes of Mercury, as it often 
falls out to Goldſmiths and Gilders, and to- 
ſuch as ( baving had the french Pox ) have been 
cured with the fumes of Cinnabar, Arſnick, 
or M-rcury ; as alſo to ſuch as have had Ma- 
" lienant Feavers. They are obſtructed either 
wholly by ſome hurt, provocations or Irritati. 
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| on of the Nervous parts; Or in part, as in 
Palſy, from a'watery humor gently ſpigkled 
upon che Nerves, produdted trom Gluttony 
Drunkennels, and other cauſes. Laſtly, Trem 
bling may come from compretlion of theNexyes 
when excrementitious huamors aboundingjn. w 
wholy Body do compreſs the- Nerves, and 
hinders the free paſſage of the Animal Spiry, 
Rs Aber. > i 3. 

2. Theſe are the common: Opinions with 
which many learned 'Men have been pleaſed: 
but we confeſs no way ſatisfy us, who have a 
mind wholy defirous to inveſtigate Truth, For 
if theſe be true cauſes, wherefore is ic, that 
they ſhogld be cauſes in one perſon, and notin 
another? for that we. ſce in. perſons where moſt 
of thoſe ſuppoſed cauſes are previous and emi- 
nently. manifeft, not one of an hundred are yet 
taken with aTremor or Trembling ? This thing 
to me ſeems toargye a defeR in the cauſes by 
Authors aſſigned, and thart there is yet the true 
cauſe hidden, which being ſtirred up, muſt infal- 
libly produce theDiſtemper : we ſhall therefore, 
in the firſt place diſcourſe of the Procataftich 
or Antecedent cauſe ; then of the Proegwmimine 
nere or conjunCt cauſe, in order ; and that we 
hope with ſo much Perſpicuity, plainneſs, and 
ſolid demonſtration of Truth, as nay be ſatis- 
factory to all the lovers thereof. | 

3. The Procatartick , external or remote 
cauſe, is evidently manifeſt in all ſuch as have 
been aftefted with a Tremor or Trembling, 
from the bare relation of the courſe of Lite, 
In ſome great drinking of ſtrong Liquors, as 
of ſtrorg Beer, Ale, Wines, Brandy, Cc. has 
been the Antecedent cauſe thereof, though we 
confeſs that for once or twice, or now and than 


material to the produRiop thereof ; yet the aſlt- 
duous and continual repeating of ſuch a kind of 
intemperance,: will in proceſs of time produce 
ſuch an effe&; ſo likewiſe Glutrony and Gor-

wich fainting and ſwooning away, inſomuch, 
(being ignorant of what was don, ) I almoſt 
diſpaired of life ; to theſe ſymptoms was added 
vomiting, with vehement convullive motions : 
after three hours the force of the Poyſon va- 
niſhed, but lefr behind it a Trembling of all the 
extream parts, and a palpication of heart for ten 
or twelve days after. And other poylons eftec 
the ſame things, if not ſo ſpeedily, or after the 
ſame manner,yet with as ill a conſequence, if nor: 


mortally yet) had ſuch a Tremor left behind 


recovers not it ſelf again, I knew a certain 
Merchant, who upon the hearing of the loſs of

5. Another Axtecedent cauſe are the fumes 
of Cinnabar and Quick-filver, which excite a 
Tremor aftes ſuch ar admirable, yet filent and 
inſenfible manner, that it is not eaſy to appre- 
bend the true reaſon thereof: and this is daily 
evident in fach as are Gilders, and deal much 
mn Quick-ſilver, or daily handle it wich their 
Fingers: I bave known ſome perſons, who hav- 
log been much concerned with Quaick-{1ver, 


more, On the contrary ? an elderly Woman of 
about fifty ſix years of age, having a Son abſent 
about twenty two or twenty three years beyond 
Sea, comming home, and knocking at the Door 
(ſhe having no intelligence thereof before hand) 
her Son calling upon her, and ſhe knowing his 
voice, fell into ſuch an Exſtacy of Joy, which fo 
enervated her,that ſhe could not hold one joinr, 
nor yet ſpeak plain to bim : and in the exceſs 
of this pation, being as it were infinitely tranſ- 
ported with kindneſs, ſuddenly Diced. And I 
have known ſeveral others ; who being tranſ- 
ported with a ſudden exceſs of Joy, have been 


| taken with a Tremor beyond imagination, which 


has laſted many days. 

7. Another eminent cauſe, and what is very 
common, are too violent yomits and purges, 
which forcing nature beyond her ſtrength, fo 
profligate the Spirit, and enervate the whole 
Man, that many times he is taken with ſuch, 
a weakneſs and Trembling withall, thar the 
force of no Cordial or reſtorative could be able 
to retrieve the miſchief in many weeks after: 
bur as tothis we ſhall ſay little more ; for thar 
when Medicaments ſo much exceed the ſtrength 
of nature, and in ſtead of helping bart ! er, 


that have been fo enervated, and feiſed with 
ſuch a Tremwbling withal), that they have totally

they approach very near to the nature of Pry- 
ſon, and at&t the part of an Enemy, rot of a

8, A Tremor ſomtimes alſo is cauſed from 
the exceſſiveloſs of Blood, whether taken away 
by Accideator by Art. A young Woman (up- 
on the ſuppoſition of a Pleuriſy) was twelve 
times let blood, and loſt at thoſe ſeveral times 
about two hundred and twenty ounces of Blood, 
ty means of which ſhe was taken with fuch a 
Tremor or Trembling, that with the greateſt 
belp of Art and Induſtry of the Phyfician, | 
which afterwards atrended her, ſhe was not 
perfectly recovered out of it in fixteen weeks 
time. A Soldier of about five and forty years 
of age, was taken with an<xtream Hemorrhage, 
ſo that he bleed abour a quart, ſomtimes three 
pints at a time, before the flux could be ſtope ; 
this bleeding being often repeared, (chough at 
laſt it was perfe&ly ſtopr, yet) left behind ic ſuch 
a weekneſs and. Tremor withall, as could never 
be taken away to his dying day, although he liv- 
ed above ſeven years after it with much Tem- 


perance and Sobriety, | 
'9, Somtimesirtis cauſed in a Part, from the 


hurt of ſome of the Veſſels thereof by a prick, or | 


cut-or contuſion, by means of which the animal 

Spirit is in part fruſtrated or cut off; and this 

is when ſome principal Nerve, Tendon, or Ar- 

tery, or ſome, or all of them, are cut in ſunder, 

or otherw.ſe obſtruted with ſome heterogene 

watter whereby the flux of the animal Spirit is 
fruſtrated, cut off, or turned afide, ſome other 
way : This is manifeſt in ſevera] Perſons who 
baving been in the Wars, have met with variety 

of Wounds in {tveral Parts of their Bodies,which 
notwithitanding the dexterity of the Artiſt's 
healing of them, have a manitold Tremor, as a 

perpetual Remembrance of their former Adyer- 
rures ; though probably the-ſaid Tremor in 

Jome of them might be cauſed partly through 

Joſs of Blood, and partly through the hurt of the 

Veſſels thereof. | 

10, Laſtly a Tremor may be cauſed either in 
the whole Body,or in a part, from an overſtrain- 
18 of che ſame, by ſome ac of violence either 
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Nature is able to bear : and though many Ex- 
amples of this kind are not eaſy tobe-produced, 
yet ſome ſuch I have known ; , but the error is 
ſeldom of long continuance, and eaſie to bere- 


 trieved. Hetherto of the antecedent, procatar- 


tick, external or remote cauſe of this diſafte. 
Aion ; we come now to ſpeak a word or two of 
the proeguminine, conjuntt, or nere cauſe, 


both the animal Spiric and the Nerves : too 
much of any thing, as the Proverb is, is good for 
nothing ; the Sun is the Fountain of Light, yer 
poſiibly by lang gazing upon it, you may be 
made blind ; the fame ir is in the uſe of all ſpj- 
ricuous and cordial Liquors ; being taken in 
due meaſure and proportion, they chear the 
Heart and revive the Spirits, but taken to gnex-" 
ceſs, they are fa far from contributing t that 
end, that they wholly overturn the Oeconomy 
of Nature, eſpecially being extravagantly and 
aſliduouſly uſed, for thereby ſuch an intenſe 
heat is enkindled, as cauſes not only a diffuſion 
but alſo a diſſipation of the animal Spirit ; and 
by the vaſt quantity which is continually poured 
in, the ſaid Spirit is as it were overturned or 
drowned, at leaft corrupted and weakaed by 
being immerſed in the heat and fumes of the too 
abounding matter, whereby it is in part diſabled 
for performing its wonted operations, 

12, Thus theſe Fumes from their intimate 
mixcjon with the animal Spirit (alfo corropting 
of ir) being conveyed thereby to the Brain and 
Cerebeli, (the Fountain of the faid Spirit, and 
root of the nervous produ@ion) fall by means 
[thereof upon the Nerves, where, by too much 


Nerves became 1elaxed,as it were and weakned, 
ſo that the animal Spirit, which ought to be 
more ſtrickly bound-up, becomes dilated and 
{pread abroad, and thereby the muſcular Mo- 
tion is either hurcor depraved, And this mult 
needs be, when the Spirit which is the prime or 
eſſential cauſe thereof is contaminared, weak- 
ned, and dilated ; and the Nerves which are 
the inftrumental cauſe cf the faid moticn are 
watered as it were with a kererogene matter,

by the fermentative quality thereof ; their ſpi- 
ritual Parts ſeparate themſelves from the more 
earthy,and thereby make aConjunRion with the 
animal Spirit ; either mediately, by immerſing 
themſelves in che Maſs of Blood ; or immedi- 
ately, by infinuating themſelves into the ner- 
yous Tunicles of the Stomach ; whence ariſes, 
befides the weakning, contamination, and dila- 
tation of the Spirit, and a relaxation and hurt of 
the Nerves ; a devility in the Stomach it ſelf, 
witha burt of its proper Fun&ions ; by which 
the original matcer for the generation of Spiric 
becomes both depraved and diminiſhed, which 
not a lictle contributes to the ſaid relaxation ; 
for there being not a fufficient generation there- 
of, it follows that there muſt be a deficiency in 
the Nerves, ( the Channels and Gondit-Pipes of 
the ſaid Spirit, and the proximate Inſtrument 
of muſcular motion) whence a Tremor is im- 
mediately excited. l | 

* 14. Thus alſo the Fumes of mineral Poyſons, 
being drawn up the Noſtrils,and penetrating the 


taminate the animal Fonntain; from whence 
thoſe fuliginous Vapours being conveyed over 
tne whole Genzzs Nervoſum, or nervous Syſtem, | 
not only foul and ſully its Cryſtal-like Screams, | 
but confuſe and obfuſcate its limpid and tranſlu- | 
cid matter, corrupting even the nervous Juice | 
itſelf, the very ſupport and ſtay of the Neuro- 
tick Frame, thereby cauſing not only a relax- 
atlon of the ſubſtance of the Nerves and diffu- 
ſon of the Spirit out of its proper Current, but 
alſo many other evil Symptoms beſides.

is a proof of the matter of fa& : but if any 
ſhould obje&, that the G14 atrrafed or drew 
up the Mercury, .and that if the Gold had not 
been held in the Mouth, the Mercury would 
never bave aſcended : to this we anſyer ; firſt, 
that the poſſibiliry of the penetration of the Mcr- 
cury is demonſtrated from the whitening of the 
Gold, whether the Gold attracted ir or no, 
Secondly, that it is probable the Mercury mighr 
have aſcended to the Mouth and Head, as wc} 
without the Gold as with it ; only with this dit - 
ference, that in its aſcention, meeting with tho 
Gold it fixed there, whereas had the Gold been 
wanting, thoſe particles of the Mercury whictz 
fixed themſelves upon the Gold, might have 
gone further , and have ſeifed the very Brain 
it ſelf, Thirdly, that it has been confirmed by 
manifold experience, that thoſe who have fre- 
quently and long but handled Mercury, havs 
contradted ſuch a Tremor, whereby they have 
wholly loſt the uſe of their Limbs, and the Af- 
fe&ion incurable to boot ; by which we think 
the matter is beyond diſpute. 

16. H-1ya ſudden conſternation by Fear, cr 
Extaſy of Joy, ſhould produce ſuch an ef}: & is 
yet more worthy cur ir. quiry.

18, Now that Tremor which follows from a 
hurt or punRure of the Nerve, is caaſed from 
compretiion, wherein the animal Spirit is ſtopr 
or ſtraightned in its courſe or flux, and ſo is 
forced out of its Jdomicil; by means of which 
difluſion, a dilatation and relaxation of the 
Nerve enſues, cauſing a weakneſs and feeblereſs 
of the Part, whereby it is uncapable of perfor- 
Ing of its Fun&ions ; and in this caſe ſomtimes 
a numbneſs and want. of feeling goes a long with 
ic, which in a proper Senſe can be nothing but 
a Palſy of the Part, of which inthe next Chap- 
ter we fha!l largly trear.

1. A Tremor proceeding from watching,

2, A Tremor coming from an internal cauſe; 
although of it {elf it is 'not mortal, or other- 
wiſe dangerous: yetit is apt to degenerate into 


an Apoplexy, Lerhargy, Conyulſion or Pally, . 


whereby it becomes the more perilous, | 

3- The more vehement the Tremor is, and in 
the more noble Parts, ſo much it is the more

Far ſhe contratted a vehement Cough, and ſv 
oreat. a Hoarſneſs, as that ſhe could ſcarcely 
ſpeak. fo as to be underſtood : Moreover ſhe 
had a ſtraightnefs of Breath, an obſtrufion of 
the Lungs and difficulry of breathiag, together 
with many anJ great Pains, which ſeized her 
jn all her extream Parts, that ſhe became lame, 
and the uſe of all her. Limbs was taken from 
her: after, about ten days, her Pains vaniſhed, 
and ſhe became abſolutely Paralytick, 

' 2- Being in this Condition, I thought fic to 
provoke {ſweating by this following : Take mi- 
neral Bezoar, -0ue ſcruple : of our new London- 
Treacle, half a ſcruple: Venice-Treacle, half 
4 dram : mix them for a Doſe. It was given 
at Night going to bed, and the fick ſweat well: 
during the time of her ſweating this cordial Ju- 
lep was given her to keep up her Spirits, and

23. And therefore Authors affirm, That the 
Midriff does receive Nerves, not only from the 
ſpinal Marrow, but alſo from ſome particular 
conjagations of Nerves; now befides tho: 
Parts, the reſt which are moved by the Muſcles 
may ſuffer a refoluticn withall. ' 

24 The diſafteAion of the Nerves which are 
derived from the Brain, ani do communicate 
motion, ſhew a Paralyſis in thoſe Parts to waich 
thoſ: N.rves are peculiar; and by a Palſy of 
the Part the N-rve aſfe&ed i; known : It the 
Nerves of that conjugation derived to the Mul- 
cles of the Eye be afte&ed, there is a Palſy of 
the Eye; the which nevertheleſs cannor ea- 
fily be doce in this Nerve, unleſs the Cerebrum 
adjacent be hurt, as it comes to paſs in an Apo- 
plexy, 

25, But more commonly, the conjugations 
of Nerves, repleniſhing the. Face, Ey-lids, tem- 
poral Muſcles, and Lips, are affeQed ; whence 
there is ofcner a reſoluticn of the Lips and Ey- 
lids, but ſeldom of the lower Jaw ; for that the 
temporal Muſcle doth receive more Nerves. 
If the Nerves of that conjugation ſerving the 
Tongue, be hurt, the Tongue then ſuffers a 
Falfic, and the Speech becomes defeaive: and 
then, by reaſon of its communication with the 
auditory Nerve; if the defe& or hurt be ſo 
great, that the ſick becomes wholly Dumb, 
they then are for the moſt part deaf alſo. 

_ 26, The ſame may happen in thoſe Nerves 
(by ſome Authors ) called the fixth and'fſe- 
venth conjugations, which coming from the 
Brain, and being joyned into one deſcending 
Nerve, and communicativg the ſenſe of Feeling 
to many inferiour parts, and giving alſo mo- 


ticn ta the Muicles of the Laryox, Tongue, 


Jaws, Midriff, as alſo to the Muſcles of the

diſcern Life in him, 

17, My advice was deſired : The caſe I 
found to be deſperate, and therefore required 
both- deſperate and ſpeedy help, for that no 
ordinary means (already uſed to him,) could 
do him any good. Upon a little pauſe, I 
thought upon the learned Deckers bis Errhines, 
which is a bold and almoſt irrefiſtable Medica- 
ment ; and although it can ſcarcely be given 
without danger, and ſeldom without great 
Symptoms following it ; yet becauſe it makes 
large Evacuations from the Head, and may be 
blown up the Noftrils , when nothing can be * 
putor forced down the Throat, and the Patient 
witha]l being (as it were) inſcnfible, I conclu- 
ded it reaſonable to exhibit the ſame, which 
with the conſent of the other Phyſician was 
done. 

18, The compoſition of the ſaid Errhine is 
this : Take Turbith Mineral, one part : ſubtle 
pouder of Liquorice, three parts : Roſemary- 
flowers, one part and half ; mix them exailly in 
a moſt ſubtil ponder.

19, Upon this advice it was, that I adventu- 
red to exiibir the ſaid Mzdicament, and indeed 
it went not without the defired ſucceſs; for at- 
rer taac a ſmall quantity of ic had been blown 
up the Noltcils of the Sick, he ſoon begad td 
ſtir, and a large Evacuation of Pus, water, and 
viſcous matter mixed with blood was. immedi- 
ately made, upon which he a lictle revived ; 
and being almoit come to himſelf, a very great 
flux of clear blood preſently followed, nearly 
to the quantity of a quart, fo that in leſs than 
an hour and half after the Exhibition of the Me- 
dicament, he became perfectly freed from the 
Paroxyſm, his ſpeech underſtanding, and other 
Senſes being all reſtored to him.

1. A Man about fiſty years of age, in a Jour- 
ney was ſcifed with an Apoplexy, in which he 
ſcemed to be deprived of all manner of Senſe 
and Motion, in which Condition he lay for about 
fix hours, but at length by the Induſtry of ſome 
about him, more eſpecially of an antient Ger. 
tlewoman, be was brought to ſome kind of Sen=- 
ſibility, but nor ro the uſe of his Limbs, or his 
Tongue; for he. could ſtir neither Hand nor 
Foot, bur as they were moved for him ; nor 
could he ſpeak ſo as to be enderſtood, 

2. Phylicians and Chyrurgions were ſent for, 
who bleed him, raifed Veficatories, applyed 
Cups, uſed apopleQick Waters, Oyls, Oynts 
ments, and. Balſams, and gave bim ſeveral in- 
ward Medicaments, but all in vain, for by no 
Artifice cold they retreive his Speech : and though 
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he had in ſome meaſure his Senſes and Under- 
ſanding, yet ir was but dull, and he very incli- 
nable to Sieep. 

. The next day after a Purge was given 
him (a ſharp Clyſter having beca given over 
Night : ) this Parge alchough it was ſtrong and 
brisk, and might have given him ſeveral Scools, 
(conſidering that his Body had been before hand 
\ opened with a Clyſter ) yet wrought not ac all, 

nor made him fick at Stomach, which ſhewed 
that the: Faculties and FanRions of the Body 
were in a manner obliterated or aboliſhed, ſo 
that there ſcarcely was found any tra or foot- 
ſteps of N atures vivacity. 

4 The Phyſick not working, a ſecond Clyſter 
was given him, buc that did as lictle good, for 
that came no more away;from this time forth he 
grew worſe and worſe, and more ſtupid and in- 
ſenſible every hour thanother, in ſo much chat 
the third day a new Fit ſeiſed him, in which be 
expired. | :

3- The Seat of the epoplexy is withoue | 
doubt within the more inward receſs of the 
Brain, to wit, the Corpus Calloſums ; and the 
proximate and immediate ſubject of the Diſcaſe 
is the Animal Spirit inhabiting therein, for that 
che Underſtanding, Imagination, and common 
Senſe, are ſo deeply afteed as to be perfeQly 
darkned, and to ſuffer a total Eclipſe : But the 
mediate ſubject of this diſatteRion-is thought to 
be the middle part of the Brain, becauſe from 
thence the inſtinAs of all ſpontaneous motions 
proceed ; and in this, the perceptions of all ſen« 
fible things are terminated, 

4. For upon the approach of the Paroxyſm 
all the ats of every ſpontaneous and inteliigible 
FunRion (which depend uponthe Brain it felf )

8. From Hiſtories, or Anatomical Obſerva- 
tions of Perſons dying of this Diſeaſe, Blood has 
been found extravaſated, or out of its Veſlels 
here and there in great Clodders, compreſlivg 
the ſubſtance of the Brain : In others the ſercus 
Colluvies have overflowed the whole Head, both 
within and without the Skull : In others a large 
Bladder of Water has been found in cne of the 
Ventricles compreſſing the ſmaller paſſages : 
From which obſervations it may be concluded, 
that the principal places ſolely atte&ed, are nor 


Fun@ions (which are not ſo much the Off-ſpring 
of the Brain) may remain, as the Px/ſe, which 
isexcited by the Heart ; and the breathing, which 
is (partly from a natural and partly from a vo- 
luatary aR) excited from the Organs of both 
kinds of motion, to wit, both of the Midriff and 
Lungs. 

6. And therefore it is, that though the Brain 
is extreamly afte&ed, fo as all voluntary motion 
does ceaſe, the Midrift or Muſcles of the Breſt, 
contributing then nothing to the motion; yet 
then the Breathing is managed or pertormed by 
the natural or ſpontaneous motion of the Lungs, 
wherein after a fort they contract and dilate 
themſelves ; but this a& of breathing is then 
with difficulty, for that it is performed but 
with one half of its Organs. And therefore if 
the difaifetion or hurt of the Brain. does not 
ſpeedily paſs off (becauſe the Lungs are not able 
Ong to perform the whole duty of Breathing) 
Suttocation will infallibly ſucceed, for that the 
faculty in both kinds will be wholly aboliſhed, 

2, Now after what manner the Animal Spi- 
rits are {o {uddenly, and all at once ſuppreſſed, 
or, aSit were extinguiſhed, about their original 
of Emanation, fo that all ſenſe and motion de- 
pending on them ceaſes every where, remains to 
be enquired into: Some place the cauſe in the 
Heart, and lay the faulc on its [ntemperance ; 
others in the Bren, either from its evil Confor- 
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the greater Ventricles, but the middle marrowy 
ſubſtance of the Brain and Cerebel, which is 
every where porous, and indued with very ma- 
ny minute paſſages, both that the Viral Spirits 
may flow in thither from the blood, and that the 
Animal may flow forth, 

9. And though ſome may ſuppoſe, that the 
Apoplexy, may be cauſed from the hinderance 
of che bloods afflux to the brain ; *tis true this 
may be poſſible, bur, it doesnot otten nor eaſi.y 
happen: for they maſt ſappoſe it to be either 
from the obſtru@ion of che inner Carotid Arte- 
ries, and of the YVertebrals, which happens in the 
greater Veſſels, chiefly about the aſſent of the 
Brain, from concreted or clodded blood ; or 
in the leſſer Veſſ-ls, which paſs through the 
Brain from a viſcous matter generated withia 
them : but this way it cannot well be, becaufe 
thoſe Cephalick Arteries, to wit, the Carotiaes 
and Yertebrals, do {lo communicate one with 
another, and all of them in ſeveral places, are f

17. But how Opiates afie& in this Caſe Web- 
ferus tells us, That they do only roo much open 
and dilate the Pores and paſſages of the Brain, 
and as it were open the doors of it, before faſt 
ſhar, whereby every extraneous or forreign and 
incongruous thing is admitted into the Repoſito- 
ry,or ſleeping place of the Spirits, together with 
the ſabtil-liquor poured forth from the blood ;

yu at firſt in a ſmaller Doſe and graduai- 
ly increaſed, till a familiarity had been be- 
gotten between them, the Opiate would bave 
been ſo far from hurting or diſturbing the Spi- 
rits, that on the contrary, it would become in- 
finicely grateful and friendly to the ſame. 

19. The cauſe of an babitual Apoplexy now 
comes to be conſidered, The Proeguminine 
conjunc, or proximate cauſe, is a malignant 
matcer heaped up, and diſperſed in the compaſs 
of the Brain, which atlength deſcending into its 
middle or marrowy part, does aſſault and ſup- 
preſs all the Spirits in the very fountain of their 
produQion and emahation : Now this poſlibiy 
may be done either by filling the medullary 
Pores; or by obſtructing and driving away the 
Spirits themſelves ; or by contaminating them 
with a Srxper or Numbneſs, as ic were by a 
blaſt, (not much unlike lightning) from the ma- 
lignant contat of the matter ruſhivg upon 
them : or by all theſe ways togerher. 

. 20, For without doabt, the Particles deſcend- 
ing on every fide from the compaſs of the Brain, 
into its middle part, or Cal{ous Body, and en- 


and ſo by a violent incurſion, difſipates their 
ranks and orders. . This opinion of Webfergy 
may have ſomthing of cruth in it, if ic be con- 
fidred in reſpe&t to the firſt Doſe, being too 
large (for Opiates always hurt moſt at the ficſt 
time of taking) but nor to the ſubſequent Do- 
ſes; for if ſo, it would follow, that being often 
given they would ſtil] bring a greater evil, by 
dilating more and more the Pores of the Brain, 
and thereby make a much eaſier enterance for 
all manner of Impuritics : which experience 
daily convinces us of the contrary ; for afcer- 
wards being often taken they do little hurt ; and

42. is impoſſible to be cured, and 
a weak one not very eafily : this Galen, thus ex- 
plains: A ſtrong Apoplexy is when the breathing 
is uneven and diſorderly, and ſomtimes inter» 
mitcipg ; and if ſuch a breathing is very hard 
or difficulc, the Diſeaſe is ſtronger; if the breath 
be ſtopt ic is moſt ſtrong ; but when there is ſome 
order (that is regularity and eaſineſs) in the 
breathing, the Diſeaſe is the weaker. 

6. A faint Sweat in an xy pin is evil, for 
it ſhews great oppreſſion of Nature ; and it is 
ſo much the worſe if it be cold and clammy, 
and wich great difficulty of breathing. _ 

7. Heppocrates Se. 6. Aph. 51. faith, that 
thoſe who are taken with an eFpoplexy dye in 
ſeven days, except a Feaver fſeiſe them : but 
ic muſt be a violent one,and efſeacially ſpringing 
from the jinflamatioa of the Humors and Spirits,

1, The fick being in the Fir (if ic proceeds not 
from ſome external vehemenrt hurt of the Head) 
whether it proceeds from Biood ler out of the 
Veſſels, or a ſerous or watery humor, or the 
breaking of an Apoſtem in the Brain, or other 
invincible Cauſe, yer ought the Cure tobe at- 
tempted» inperforming of which, let the ſick 
fic as upright as may be in a Chair for ſome

intention of Cure: ) then let che extream Parts 
(to wit, ) the Hands, Arms, Thighs, Legs, and 
Feet, be moderately chafed, and as Sennerus 
adviſes,be rubbed with Salt and Yinegar.

17. Inwardly, you may put into the Mouth 
old Venice Treacle, diſſolved in Aqaa Cweleſtss, 
or Aqua Apoplettica, or Aurea Alexanaria, 
or Confeitio Anacardina, You may allo inje& 
into the Mouth a DecoQion of Maſtard ſeed in 
Vinegar or ſirong Wine, or a DecoRion of the 
roots of Pyrethram inthe ſame with a little Ca- 
forearms : but things which yer more tranſcend 
are Powers of Amber, and of Sea-Cole, ſpirits 
of Hartshorn, of Elks hoof, and of Urine, and 
of Soot, with other things of like nature : In this 
caſe the Volatile Salt of Beans merits bigh 
Commendations, 

18, After theſe things are done, let the Sick 
be placed in his bed ; and if he be able and does 
eaſily Vomit, let an Emetick be given him, of 
Sal Vitrioli, O xymel of ſquills, or Infufon of 
Crocus Metallorum ; and then with a Feather 
put down the Throat, provoke Vomiting four 
or five times, drinking between whiles Poſſer 
drink, Some do greatly commend Vomits, and 
chiefly thoſe made of Artimony, as the Crocus 
Hetallorum, and the eAqua Benedifta made of 
it ; Glaſs of Antimony, &E. as alſo ALercurins 
V:te, made of the batter of Antimony. 

I9. If it ſo happen that the faculties are ſp 
oppreſted that Phyfick will not work, it is 2 very 
evil fign, and ſuch ſeldom recover : bur ſaith 
(ſas, when it ſo falls out; we muſt uſe ſuch 
Medicines as are-at hand, if they be proper for 
the Diſeaſe ; and if it be deſperate, we may 
uſe deſperate Medicines; for as Sennertus ſaith, 
Itis better in deſperate Caſes, to uſe deſperate 
Medicines, than for the Sick without tryal, to 
dye an eafie Death, And as the ſame Cel/us 


faith in another place, 21any things may be done 


n a time of danger and neceſſity, which may 
well be ematred at another time. 

20. Therefore when we have uſed ſome Me- 
dicines without ſucceſs, we may venture upon 


- higher and ſtronger, 20 wit, ſach as are made 


of Antimony, eſpecially thoſe which are leſs 

vehement and furious, as the {94 Bened:F 4 

Rulandi, and Infuſion of Crocus Aetallorum, 

(both before menticned) which purging both 
Fom,1, 


| upwards and downyards, bring ſuch a quantity 
of Flegm out of the Mouth, not only from the 
Stomach, bur from the Brain alfo, that fom- 
times the Patient is cured with this only Evacu. 


ation : And Riverizs teſtifies upon his own expe- 
rience,that he ſaw a noble Man thrice in 2 years, 
cured of an Apoplexy with this only Medicine. 
21. Notwithſtanding Hoeferus,in bis Hercu- 
les Medicns, adviſes to beware of Vomits ,unleſs 
the Patient' be taken ApopleRical immediately 
after Meat, and the Phyſician be called at the 
ſame time: but ſaith Riverizs, altbough ſome 
[earned men do forbid the uſe of Vomits in theſe 


Diſeaſes; yet we muſt yield to experience, which 
daily teacheth us, that Children aflte&ed with 
fleeping Diſeaſes, are more readily and ſafely 
cured by the YVomiting Salt of Yitriol, than with 
any other Medicine. The fame Author com- 
mends a Tinftare of Tobacco, drawn with 1qna 
Fite, to be taken to the quantity of two drams, 
ro be mixt with Honey or ſome Syrup, and fo 
poured down the Throat. =. 

22. Blood- lerting, and Cupping: glaſſes Bar- 


bet ſaith, be very rarely approved of, but A:- 
verius adviſerh, Cupping to the Back, Shoul- 
ders, Arms and Thighs without Scarification, if 
blood had been formerly taken away ; or with 
Scarification, if it had not : Bur faith he, The 
chicf and only place, is to apply Cupping. glaf- 
ſes to the Head, the which is confirmed by an 
Hiſtory of Zacutus Lufitanus, where. he fairh, 
Thac he cured a deſperate Apoplexy by letting 
a Cupping-Glaſs twice upon the hinder part of 
the Head with deep Scarification. _ 

23. If none of theſe rhings do, ard thongts 
the hopes of Life be but ſmall ; yer Jer che top

LVII. The Care of an habitual Apoplexy , 
or the prophylattick or preſervative Method the 
Patient being out of the Fi. 


1. Where an Apoplexy is habitual, although 
a courſe ſomwbat different from the former 
muſt be taken, yet not contradiQory to what is 
already preſcribed in rhe Fir : For firſt, there 
muſt be (as there) an evacuation of the morhj- 
fick Matter; which is done by a continued 
courſe of Purgation, eicher upwards or down- 
wards, according as the Seat of the peccant 
humor lyes: by exhibition of Errhines, Ster- 
nutatories, Maſticatories, Clyſteries : by ap- 
plication of Velicatories, Cupping-Gjaſles, the 
Seton : andlaltly by Barhings, and other ſudo- 
rifick means : all which things we havelargely 
explicated in the former SeRion, with plenty of 
examplary,Preſcripts; ſo that here we may be 
che more brief in the di;ating upon thoſe things, 
In the Fir, the Method of Cure has relation to 
the ſpeedy performance thereof, without which 
it is wholly inefteual : Out of the Fir, we put 
things in praRice more leiſurely, and in that or- 
der that the urgency if the Symptoms require ; 
ic being rather prophylaQick or preventative 
than curative ; wherein after a gradual manner 


the babit of the Body is altered ; the morbid' 


Matter taken away, fomtimes by inſenſible 
means, ſomtimes by proper evacuations; ac- 
cording to the nature of the humor oftending ; 
and laſtly,the vical Intention is proſecuted to the 
compleating of the defired Cure,
